The “condemned” clergymen, it 
said, had been spies who, “con- 
cealed behind priests’ robes,” ac- 
tively prepared plots against offi- 
cials of the state and the Commu- 
nist party. 

It said numerous members of re- 
ligious congregations had been a 
rested at Viadivostok as ‘a bunch 
of hostile elements—bitter enemies 
of the people hiding behind a re- 
ligious screen.” 

Leonid Zakovsky, chief of secret 
police in the Leningrad area, who 
yesterday disclosed the arrests of 
/at least 120 alleged spies and “liqui- 
dation” of at least 70, asserted 
‘many of these were priests, former 
monks or relatives of churchmen, 


| Previous to Zakovsky’s disclos- 
| ures of fresh “liquidations” there 
had been 188 recorded instances of 


|political executions in the Soviet 
| Union since last summer. 

Spies Trained as Preachers. 

The newspaper Gudok declared 
that “the world clergy is trying to 
stretch its paws over the U.S. S. R. 

- , It is known there are institu- 
tions training preachers to be sent 
to Russia.’ Of course, under 


spies and diversionists also.” 

This paper asserted the state po- 
lice xposed “gangs of so-called 
preachers operating in the Ukraine 
and White Russia in 1929, among 
whom were 25 Baptists sent from 
the United States by way of Ger- 
many.” 

“The recent trials,” Gudok con- 
tinued, “have shown there still ex- 
ists a link between the sects and 
counter-revolutionary Trotskyists. 
Vigorous anti-religious propaganda 
is necessary to explain the role of 
religion in capitalistic countries and 
the fact that the Church is in the 
service of Fascists and capitalists.” 

Some Other Charges. 

Zakovsky said the Polish and 
Japanese intelligence services had 
used Catholic priests to form insur- 
gent groups aimed to cripple mili- 
tary railways on the outbreak of 
war. The Police Chief gave alleged 
examples of priests insinuating 
themselves into the confidence of 
confessors in order to put them in 
touch with police agents. 

Zakovsky mentioned “liquidation” 
of a group of 10 such priests. 

Pravda, Communist party organ, 
sternly criticised the party commit- 
tee at Chelyiabinsk for failure to 
suppress a priest who preached it 
was wrong to hate Germans and 
Japanese and “who believed in and 
consequently tried to please God.” 

Zakovsky’s revelations included 
an account of an elaborate plot to 
kill Georgi Dimitroff, secretary- 
general of the Communist Interna- 
tional, in Petrograd last year. He 
charged the plot was ordered by 
the Gestapo, German secret police.

The report also disclosed $259,064,- 
173 of the approximately $2,150,000,- 
000 income tax collections last year 
was on back taxes. Collections on 
delinquent accounts in the previous 
year were $213,557,591.

Foreign Secretary Eden in 
Speech Defends England’s 
Policy in Dealing With 
Situation. 


CITES IMPORTANCE 
OF ROUTE TO EAST 


Far From _Disinterested 
‘‘Where British Interests 
Are Concerned on Land 
Or Sea.” 


By the Associated Press. 

COUGHTON, England, July 3.— 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden, 
in an address to constituents here 
today, explained and defended Brit- 
ain’s policy on Spain. 

Eden said Britain was deter- 
mined “to maintain the territorial 
integrity of Spain.” His remarks 
apparently were pointed at Ger- 
many and Italy. 

This, he said, has been Britain’s 
objective through all the wearisome 
non-intervention talks designed to 


confine the war to within Spanish 
frontiers. He said frankly that one 
reason for this attitude was Brit- 
ain’s desire that the Mediterranean 
route to the East be always un- 
hampered. > 

Britain, he declared, would not 
modify its time-honored tenet that 
the Mediterranean is a “main arte- 
rial road,” 


“Far From Disinterested.” 


While Britain holds that Spain’s 
form of Government is a matter 
for the Spanish people to decide, 
Eden uttered an emphatic remind- 
er that Britain is far from disin- 
terested “where British interests 
are concerned on land or sea fron- 
tiers of Spain or trade routes that 
pass by her.” 

Eden declared both parties in 
Spain are aware of British efforts 
to maintain that country’s terri- 
torial status quo. 

The war, he continued, was the 
outcome “of a prolonged period of 
weak Government.” And, he said, 
“in these troubled waters foreign 
elements of various kinds have had 
their fair share of fishing .. . in- 
tervention has not been on one side 
alone. It has not been limited to 
the period after hostilities broke. 
out.” 

Britain, he added, has “most 
scrupulously” observed the non-in- 
tervention pact and “both parties 
in Spain know it and the whole 
world knows it.” (Premier Musso- 
lin’s Milan newspaper Il Popolo 
D'Italia this week charged Britain 
and France with violating the 
“hands off Spain” agreement, 
avowed that Italy would not now 
attempt withdrawal of Italian vol- 
unteers with the insurgent army in 
Spain.) 

Speech by Chamberlain. 

Prime Minister Chamberlain, 
speaking at Birmingham, declared 
one of his chief aims is to rake 
Britain so strong “that nobody 
dare treat her with anything but 
respect.” 

For that reason he would “com- 
plete as rapidly as possible” Brit- 
ain’s $7,500,000,000 rearmament pro- 
gram. He said he faced his re- 
sponsibilities “without fear or hes- 
itation.” 

The Prime Minister, who left a 
fishing vacation to address his con- 
stituents, also announced the Brit- 
ish Government “is engaged in con- 
versations with the United States, 
which we hope eventually may de- 
velop into a mutually advantageous 
trade agreement.” 


Final Showdowm Among Powers 
Likely This Week. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 3—Great Britain 
is counting on the Support of at 
least 20 European powers in a 
showdown next week on the con- 
flicting English-French and Ger- 
man-Italian ideas on what to do 
to prevent the Spanish civil war 
from becoming a general European 
conflict. 

The showdown was expected to 
come in a full meeting of the 27- 
nation committee for isolating the 
Spanish war, to convene at the call 
of the chairman, the Earl of Ply- 
mouth, probably early in the week. 

Over the week-end Britain and 
France, with a proposal for restor- 
ing the naval patrol around Spain 
by using only British and French 
warships, were standing together 
against the Germans and Italians, 
who urged dropping the naval cor- 
don altogether and according to 
both Spanish parties full recogni- 
tion as belligerents. 

Naval dispositions made today 
were taken to indicate that Britain 
was determined not to lessen its 
strength in the Spanish trouble 
zone. The Admiralty announced 
“routine dispatch” of three battle- 
ships to Spanish waters. The Ma- 
laya was reported already on the 
way with the Royal Oak and War- 
spite soon to follow. “These are 
simply ordinarily relief movements; 
there is no question of extra ves- 
sels being sent to Spain,” said an 
Admiralty spokesman.

“I recognized Miss T€arhart’s 
voice from conversations I had with 
her,” Pierson said. Coast guards- 
men in Honolulu failed to verify 
this. They released the last three 
messages known definitely to have 
come from Miss Earhart. All were 
sent yesterday while she was in 
the air, her position unknown, and 
the fuel supply almost exhausted. 
Searching authorities 
receiving word that the British 
radio station in the Nurru Islands 
picked up a message on the Ear- 
hart wave-length saying “A ship in 
sight ahead.” 

The message was untimed and 
part of it was unintelligible but the 
British station was quoted as say- 
ing the voice was similar to Miss 
Earhart’s.

CLIPPER READY 10 FLY

Will Cross Atlantic in Survey 
Flight for Commercial Pas- 
senger Service.

BOTWOOD, Newfoundland, July 
3.—Two deep-hulled flying boats of 
bungalow proportions were groomed 
tonight to span the North Atlantic 
and link the Old World with the 
New on Monday by commercial air 
transport.

Jewish Sources Say British 
Commission Will Recom- 
mend States for Them, 


Arabs and Mandated Area. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 3.—Informed Jew- 
ish sources asserted tonight the 
British Royal Commission’s report 
on Palestine, expected to be made 
public next week, will recommend 
division of the Hoiy Land into 
three parts—A Jewish state, a per- 
manent British-mandated area and 
an Arab state. 

The report will go to the League 
of Nations Mandates Commission 
for decision on the future status 
of Palestine, where Jews and Arabs 
have battled periodically for years. 

The Commission investigated the 
situation after last year’s Arab gen- 
eral strike, in opposition to con- 
tinuance of Jewish immigration to 
Palestine and ownership of land by 
Jews and the widespread disorders 
attending it. Britain, supervising 
Palestine under a league mandate 
promised in the Balfour declaration 
of 1917 to make it “a national home 
for the Jewish people.” 

Jewish informants outlined the 
Commission’s plan as follows: 

The Jewish state will comprise 
the upper and lower Galilee Valley; 
the Esdraelon Coastal plain from 
Raselnakura in the north to Beer- 
tuvia in the south; the greater part 
of the Beisan area, and the towns 
of Haifa, Safad, Acre and Tiber- 
ias. , 
The British area will include Jer- 
usalem, Bethlehem and Nazaraeth 
as well as a corridor on either side 
of the Jerusalem-Jaffa road by 
which Arabs would have access to 
the Port of Jaffa. 

The remainder of the country 
will constitute an Arab state, to be 
joined to Transjordan, a British- 
mandated Arab nation to the west. 

The Jewish sources added that 
some 250,000 Arabs live within the 
boundaries of the proposed Jewish 
state, and there are many Arabs in 
the four cities which would remain 
under British mandate. 

The Arabs in the mandated area, 
they said, would not be required to 
assume Jewish citizenship as long 
as British control exists. 

Great Britain would propose 
treaties with Arab and Jewish or- 
ganizations, to establish the inde- 
pendence of the two states. It would 
make a grant of £2,000,000 ($10,000.- 
000) to the Arab state, plus an ad- 
ditional contribution of unspecified 
amount toward the cost of trans- 
porting the Arab population from 
the Jewish state to Transjordan. 

During the transition period, 
Great Britain would continue to 
direct administration of all the 
Holy Land and would regulate Jew- 
ish immigration to the Jewish state 
according to its capacity. 


British Authorities Prepare for 
Martial Law. 
By the Associated Press. 

JERUSALEM, July 3.—British 
military authorities, it was learned 
tonight, have printed martial law 
placards and leaflets containing 
emergency regulations as part of 
their precautions for dealing with 
any trouble following publication 
of the royal commission’s plan for 
Palestine. 

A report from Malta that the 
battle cruiser Repulse had received 
sudden orders to proceed to Haifa, 
while denied by an Admiralty 
spokesman in London, caused no 
surprise here in view of the tense 
feeling engendered by the reported 
partition plan. 

Some sources reported the British 
were considering issuing a deporta- 
tion order against Haj Amin Bl 
Husseini, Grand Mufti of Jerusa- 
lem, as soon as the commission’s 
report is published. 

The Mufti, for years leader of the 
Arab struggle for independence for 
Palestine, now is in Syria where he 
is alleged to be trying to stir up 
frontier unrest. 

His opposition to partition of 
Palestine is attributed to the fact 
that the reported plan would leave 
him only a spiritual leader and give 
all his political power to the Emir 
Abdullah, ruler of Transjordan. 

It was understood the Royal 
Commission’s recommendations 
— be published here Wednes- 
ay. 

The Arab higher committee, 
formed last year to lead the Arab 
opposition to the British adminis- 
tration, was expected to coilapse 
over the partition issue, as the 
committee contains factions both 
for and against the reported plan.

‘Territory Has Been Conquered, But Not Spirit 
Of People,’ Says President, Denouncing 
Madrid’s Failure to Send Aid. 


By the Associated Press. 
SANTONA, Spain, July 3.—The 
President of the Basque Republic, 


Jose Antonio de Aguirre, driven 
from his homeland, declared today 
that “Our territory has been con- 
quered but not the spirit of the 
Basque people.” 

“Tt is never conquered,” he pro- 
claimefii in a statement from new 
headquarters at this Biscayan sea- 
port in Santander province, whith- 
er he had fled with the remnants 
of his Government and army. 

The statement disclosed that all 
the territory of Euzkadi—the 
Basques’ name for their autono- 
mous state—had been yielded to tia 
insurgents. It bitterly assailed the 
Madrid-Valencia Government for 
failure to aid the defense of the 
Basque region, before the fall of 
the capital, Bilbao, June 19. 

The three Basque provinces are 
Alava, Vizcaya or Biscay and Guip- 
uzcoa, They have an area of 2739 
square miles. 

Says Basques Got No Help. 

“We have been without help 
either from within or without 
(Spain),” Aguirre said. “We have 
had all Kinds of promises but none 
has been fulfilled.” 

“We will reconquer the iand of 
our fathers, to restore our perse- 
cuted language, or violated laws, 
our abolished liberties.” . 

The statement was a protest to 
the world against “the plunder of 
which we the Basques have been 
made victims in the twentieth cen- 


tury.” 


“The Basque Government of Euz- 
kadi, wherever it remains, is the 
legitimate government of the 
Basques, interpreting the feelings 
of a race which has not been con- 
quéred,” he said. ? 

The statement apparently was 
written before Aguirre entered 
Santander province. 

Remaining With Troops. 

“With the Basque troops I have 
reached the boundary of Euzkadi,’ 
Aguirre began. “Iam remaining 
with them, 

“Before I leave Euzkadi I pro- 
test in its name before the world. 
I protest against those who have 
taken our fatherland, on which we 
have the most sacred rights. 

“Our indignation is still greater 
because in order to take that fa- 
therland from us the Spanish Fas-~ 
cists were forced to call in mer- 
cenary forces—Germans and Ital- 
ians.” 

The President declared that his 
Government and followers “even 
during the last hours” left Bilbao 
intact and freed the prisoners. They 
could have destroyed the city, he 
said, “but we could not destroy the 
things we love. Our people are 
about to disappear from the world’s 
oldest democracy. 

“I do not wish to think that the 
peoples of the world, friends or 
enemies, will remain silent. Is it 
such a great crime for a people to 
defend its liberty?” 

The President disclosed that 
Basque casualties in the three- 
month battle for Bilbao totaled 45,- 
000 dead and wounded. 


GUILD JURISDICTIONAL STRIKE 
IS BEGUN ON SEATTLE STAR 


Newspaper Publishes Despite Picket 
Line; Teamsters Walk 
Out First.

SEATTLE, July 3.—The United 
Press started moving equipment 
from the Seattle Star plant late to- 
day after 80 Star employes, mem- 
bers of the American Newspaper 
Guild, struck in a jurisdictional dis- 
pute between the Guild and the 
teamsters’ union. Guild officers ad- 
vised the United Press they could 


not guarantee its employes safe 
passage through the picket lines. 

The Star, a unit in the Scripps- 
League, published all editions today 
despite the walkout and a picket 
line of about 50 persons. 

Although only 19 circulation em- 
ployes were involved in the original 
dispute, the Star management said 
the strike would involve 220 if the 
walkout closes the plant Monday.

FLOOD OF BACK TAX 
PAYMENTS BY MA 


Total for Pemalty-Free Period 
Still Not Computed but 
It Exceeds $3,000,000. 


The amount of back taxes paid 
by last Wednesday, when the com- 
plete penalty remission period ex- 
pired, had not yet been determined 
yesterday, said William F. Bau- 
mann, collector. However, he an- 
nounced that it was in excess of 
$3,000,000. 

“We received so many checks 
and money orders by mail,” said 
George Neville, cashier in Bau- 
mann’s department, “that it is im- 
possible even to estimate the total.” 

Back tax collections will have to 
reach $7,000,000 by July 18, Mayor 
Dickmann has said, to avoid plac- 
ing an additional burden on every 
taxpayer in new special taxes. That 
is the last date on which the Mayor 
can act on the four special tax 
measures now before him. He in- 
dicated that they would receive his 
approval unless the __ specified 
amount of delinquent taxes is paid. 

In a newspaper advertisement, 
Baumann advised persons to bor- 
row money to pay their back taxes.

‘Objects to Ruling That Its 


Reporter May Not Take 
“‘Off-Record” Testimony 


at Hearing.

CHICAGO, July 3.— Representa- 
tives of the Inland Steel Co. bolted 
a National Labor Relations Board 
hearing on a complaint against the 
firm today. 

They walked out of the sessions 
designed to settle the main issue of 
the steel] strike—the signing of con- 
tracts between management and la- 
bor organizations—after a sharp 
dispute over the recording of testi- 
mony. 

Inland Steel hired a court re- 
porter to make a transcript of the 
proceedings. Examiner Charles A. 
Wood said he would not object if 
the reporter engaged by the board 
consented. The latter agreed, pro- 
vided the Inland reporter did not 
take down the “off-the-record” tes- 
timony. 

Wood so instructed the Inland 
reporter but Ernest Ballard, Inland 
attorney, ordered him to report in 
full. When the reporter complied, 
despite Wood’s instructions, Wood 
summoned a United States marshal 
and the reporter was ejected. Bal- 
lard and his aids departed immedi- 
ately. 

Ballard said Inland representa- 
tives will return if the official 
reporter or the one engaged by 
Inland is permitted to record all 
the proceedings. 

The hearings were based on the 
Steel Workers. Organizing Com- 
mittee’s charge that Inland violat- 
ed the Wagner Act by refusing to 
sign an agreement. 

Wood said the hearing would be 
resumed Tuesday without the In- 
land’s counsel. 

Ballard announced later he has 
telegraphed N L R B officials at 
Washington, asking them to over- 
rule Examiner Wood’s order to the 
reporter. 

The Inland Co. has asked the 
N L R B to subpena the books of 
the Steel Workers’ Independent 
Union, a rival of the CIO. Ballard 
said he wanted to compare its mem- 
bership list with that of the CI O 
union, which bore 6400 names.

Two-Month Premium Due to Heat, | 
Insects and Higher Pro- a 
duction Costs. 


The price paid to dairy farmers 
for milk delivered in St. Louis this 
month and next month will be high- 
er than the standards set by the 


AAA, under an agreement reached 
by milk handlers and the sales com- 
mittee of the Sanitary Milk Pro- 
ducers. 

The agreement sets the price of 
Class 1 milk at $2.45, or 35 cents 
higher than the Government order. 
The price of Class 2 milk will be 
10 cents higher than the figure set 
by government order and the basis 
of butter prices. The premium is 
due, the producers’ organization 
said, to hot weather conditions, in- 
sect infestation of dairy feed crops 
and the added cost of production 
necessary to meet the St. Louis 
milk ordinance, 

The producers announced that av- 
erage production of milk in May 
was 155 pounds a day for each 
dairyman, the highest average this 
year and 25 pounds higher than for 
the same month last year.

CRISIS APPARENTLY 


OVER FOR PRESENT 


Scme Tokio Leaders Insist 


That Guarantees Be 
Given Against Repetition 
of River Incident.

TOKIO, July 3.—Japan’s army in 
Manchuokuo, while hailing the pro- 
spective peaceful settlement of the 
crisis on the Avaur River, remained 


alert today to see that a Soviet 
promise to evacuate the trouble 
zone is carried out. 

Dispatches from Hsinking, Japa- 
nese military headquarters on the 
continent, quoted army leaders as 
saying that further “illegal acts’ 
against the territory of Manchuo- 
kuo, Japan’s protectorate, would 
not be tolerated. 

Evacuation of Soviet troops and 
about 20 Soviet river gunboats 
from the region of Sennufu and 
Bolshoi, disputed islands in the 
Amur, was promised by Moscow to 
begin this afternoon. It was ex- 
pected to end for the time being the 
‘Russo-Japanese tension, which 
reached its height Wednesday, when 
Japanese artillery sank one Rus- 
sian gunboat, caused another to be 
beached and a third to flee. 

The Moscow pledge was given 
after the Japanese Ambassador had 
assured the Soviet Government 
there were no Japanese or Man- 
choukuoan warcraft in the disput- 
ed reach of the Amur, border of 
Manchuokuo and Siberia. 

Some Japanese leaders insisted 
Russia must give adequate guaran- 
tees against a repetition of Wednes- 
day’s clash, which arose over dif- 
ferences as to where the river 
boundary runs and over possession 
of the islands. 

However, most of Japan greeted 
the lifting of tension with manifes- 
tations of relief. Newspapers quot- 
ed Cabinet members as expressing 
gratification that a war had been 
averted. The Premier, Prince Fu- 
mimaro Konoye, left Tokio for a 
week-end of golf and swimming, 
and this was considered an indica- 
tion the Government considered 
the crisis ended, at least for the 
time being. 


PAINTERS’ OFFICER OBJECTS

Secretary Says Decision on Install- 
ing Electrical Signs Will Be 
Appealed. 

A decision by J. W. Williams, 
president of the Building Trades 


Department of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, in a jurisdictional 
dispute between Electrical Workers’ 
Local Union No. 1 and Sign Hang- 
ers’ Local 732 is not acceptable to 
either union, it was stated yester- 
day by Lawrence Raftery, secre- 
tary of the Painters’ District Coun- 
cil, with which the sign hangers are 
affiliated. 

Williams ruled that electrical 
work in connection with the instal- 
lation of signs be done by members 
of Electrical Workers’ Local No. 1, 
all painting of the signs be per- 
formed by the Sign Hangers and 
that each group do 50 per cent of 
the actual hanging.

VINCENT BIGGANE. 


BACK FRUM SPAIN, 
TELLS OF FIGHTING 


Vincent Biggane, of Edwards- 
ville, Describes the Loyalists 
Defense of Madrid. 


Vincent Biggane returned to the 
home of his parents at Edwards- 
ville yesterday with an honorable 
discharge from the Spanish Loyal- 
ist army and :stories of 86 days 
of trench fighting in defense of 
Madrid. 


The 28-year-old adventurer made 
no secret of his pleasure at return- 
ing to the comfortable cottage of 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Patrick 
Biggane, at 419 East Union street. 
“How about some pancakes to- 
morrow, mother?” he esked when 
conversation turned to food. “And 
for supper tonight, vegetable soup 
—without too much pepper.” 

Food Was Wholesome. 
On the whole, however, he was 
very well fed in Spain, Biggane 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter. Food, 
he said, was wholesome and plen- 
tiful, both in the trenches and in 
the four hospitals where he re- 
ceived treatment for a shrapnel 
wound on the crown of his head 
which did not prove dangerous and 
for a stomach disorder which 
caused him more discomfort. The 
food, however, was not to blame, 
he added. 
Three times during his stay in 
trenches near the village of Mara- 
ca, 11 miles south of Madrid, he 
went over the top without injury, 
the short, stocky fighter related. 
But a low flying insurgent air- 
plane caused several casualties and 
his own wound May 7. His honor- 
able discharge was handed him 
when he was released from a 
Madrid hospital June 18 and he 
started home—a trip made without 
incident. 

Paid $1.75 a Day. 

Unsuccessfully seeking work as 
a laborer in New York, Biggane 
heard a recruiting speech by a rep- 
resentative of the American League 
for the Defense of Spanish democ- 
racy last winter and signed up with 
59 other Americans for service in 
Spain. They sailed Feb. 2 and ar- 
rived in Madrid 10 days later. Al- 
though he had no previous military 
experience, he said, a quick train- 
ing course soon led to his assign- 
ment as a machine gunner. 
As a soldier he received pay of 
$1.75 a day, promptly paid, Big- 
gane said, commenting on the 
seeming readiness of funds and the 
eagerness with which Spanish farm 
hands and laborers, accustomed to 
receiving 8 to 15 cents a day, 
joined the loyalist army. 


MAY EXPORTS PASS IMPORTS 
FOR FIRST TIME THIS YEAR 


Figures Cut Down Unfavorable 
Trade Balance That Began 
Last November. 


WASHINGTON, July 3. — The 
Commerce Department reported to- 
day that exports gained contra sea- 
sonally in May and, for the first 


time since last November, exceeded 
imports. | 

Exports gained from $269,170,000 
in April to $288,924,000 in May while 
imports dropped from $281,666,000 
to $278,777,000. 

The May figures reversed an un- 
favorable trade balance which had 
been causing concern in some quar- 
ters because of the United States 
historic position of a larger seller 
to the world than a buyer. 

The May excess of exports re- 
duced the net unfavorable balance 
for the year until June 1 to $127,- 
614,000. 

Both exports and imports were 
higher this year than in May of 
1936. The May, 1936, exports were 
valued at $200,772,000 and imports 
at $189,008,000.

N SCHOOL BOARD FUND 


Expenditures Exceed Income 
by $124,000 in Last Fiscal 
Year. 


Income of the Board of Educa- 
tion in the fiscal year which closed 
Wednesday exceeded expectations 
by $998,864, while expenditures were 
$56,129 less than appropriations in 
the original budget for the year. 

Accordingly, the board ended the 
year with a cash balance of $4,- 


than it had counted on when the 
year began. 

The income was $10,798,902, com- 
pared with the budget estimate of 
$9,800,038. Disbursements aggre- 
gated $10,923,599, although the ini- 
tial appropriations were $10,979,729. 

Expenditures exceeded income by 
$124,696, the difference being met 
out of the surplus account. This 
was the seventh year out of the last 
12 years in which disbursements 
were greater than revenue, result- 
ing each time in a drain on the sur- 
plus. 

A comparison of the actual in- 
come for the last fiscal year with 
that which was apticipated in the 
budget follows:

The so-called endowment is the 
permanent fund, built up from rev- 
enue from certain specified sources, 
the principal of which is held in- 
tact, while the revenue is devoted 
to school expenses. 

The tentative budget for the new 
fiscal year which has been under 
consideration will appropriate con- 
siderably more than the anticipated 
income for the new year, thereby 
reducing the surplus virtually to 
the bare minimum of $2,400,000. 
The board requires that much 
working capital to pay its bills dur- 
ing the first half of each fiscal 
year, when ordinarily tax receipts 
are negligible. 

May 9 the Post-Dispatch pub- 
lished an analysis of the relation- 
ship of the annual school expendi- 
tures and revenue in recent years, 
showing the financial problem 
which is likely to confront the 
board a year hence, as a result of 
continued eating into the surplus. 
The annual budget will be taken 
up by the Finance Committee next 
Thursday, with the intention of 
having it adopted by the board 
July 13. Some members of the 
board have expressed the opinion 
that little change was likely to be 
made from the tentative allotments, 
although one member, Mark D. 
Eagleton, recently urged reduction 
of many salaries, outside the teacn- 
ing corps, to the extent of about 
$250,000 a year. 


HELICOPTER ASCENDS 8123 FT. 
SETTING A NEW RECORD 


Plane Designed by Heinrich Focke 
Stays Aloft One Hour and 

20 Minutes. 
By te Associated Press. 
BREMEN, Germany, July 3.— 
Heinrich Focke, German aircraft 
designer, said tonight a new heli- 
copter built by him had attained 
an altitude of 2500 meters (about 
8123 feet), exceeding the present 
record. 
Maurice Claisse of France holds 
the recognized record of 158 me- 
ters (about 514 feet), made at Vil- 
lacoublay, France, Dec. 14, 1935. 
Focke said his ship remained aloft 
for one hour, 20 minutes and 49.89 
seconds. He said it average 122.5 
kilometers (about 77) miles an 
hour over a 20-kilometer (12%- 
mile) distance, and made a cir- 
cular flight of 80.6 kilometers 
(about 50 miles). 
Focke is the originator of nearly 
40 types of aircraft. The new ma- 
chine carries two horizontal three- 
blade screws, instead of wings, 
geared to a 160-horsepower motor 
in the fuselage. It can hover over 
a point and can land with its mo- 
tor cut off. 
Focke applied to the Internation- 
al Aeronautical Federation for rec- 
ognition of his claim. 
The helicopter’s horizonal blades 
are powered so that the machine 
takes off vertically inste:d of mak- 
ing a run along the ground as do 
the auto-gyro and the airplane.

Townsend, the Hoosier Governor, 


Who Managed to Find Formula 


to Steel and CI O 


Farmer - School Teacher Didn’t Even Know 
the Language of Big Business and Labor 
Unions but He Made Peace. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
INDIANAPOLIS, July 3. — Indi- 


ana’s Governor, M. Clifford Town- 


send (the M stands for Maurice), 
had to learn a new “language” to 
find a peace formula for the steel 
strike that is still perplexing the 
chief executives of his neighbor 
states. 

Townsend, who was hardly prom- 
inent even in the political circles of 
his own state before he rode into 
office on the second Roosevelt land- 
slide last fall, is a typical Hoosier 
farmer. .Agriculture of the black 
dirt variety has always been his 
chief interest, even though he has 
served as a country teacher and a 
county school superintendent. 

In fact, the first thing that Mrs. 
Townsend wanted to know after 
hearing the election returns last 
November was whether one could 
keep a cow in the back yard of the 
executive mansion. 


Something New for Him. 

Of industrial relations and con- 
ditions in the steel and refining 
plants of the Calumet region in the 
extreme northwestern corner of In- 
diana, Townsend knew almost 
nothing; and he was willing to ad- 
mit as much shortly before he 
took office last Jan. 1. 

“Shucks,”’ he said, ‘that country 
up there ain’t Indiana. It’s Chi- 
cago. And I don’t know much 
about Chicago, What I do know 
about the city hasn’t made me like 
it very much. I had to go up to 
Hammond and Garv and a few 
other towns in that area to make 
some campaign speeches, and it was 
just about the hardest job I ever 
tackled. I couldn’t talk the lan- 
guage of those people.” 

The Governor, however, is a com- 
bination of the Will Rogers who 
played the farmer-philosopher of 
“State Fair’ and the Calvin Cool- 
idge who was a taciturn country 
lawyer but nobody’s fool. His 
shrewd common sense has enabled 
him to understand a “language” 
that he could not speak, and helped 
him to perfect a formula acceptable 
enough to both the Inland Steel Co. 
end the Steel Workers’ Organizing 
Committee to call for a truce in the 
Inland strike. 

The formula is a simple one. Gov. 
Townsend merely persuaded_ the 
two disputants to enter into written 
agreements with him after the In- 
land management had refused to 
sign a direct agreement with the 
CIO affiliate. The plan may have 
been suggested by Charles P. Taft's 
mediation board, but the big fact 
remains that it was Farmer Town- 
send who “sold” it to the “steel 
barons” and the John L. Lewis la- 
bor organizers. 

His Farm Background. 
There is almost nothing in the 
Governor’s background to fit him 
for his new role of industrial peace- 
maker. He was born 53 years ago 
on a farm that his father had rert-

ed in Blackford ‘County, Indiana. 
and he grew up pretty much like 
any of James Whitcomb Riley’s 
Hoosier farm boys. From 1902 to 
1907 he managed to go to the Ma- 
rion (Ind.) Normal School—the in- 
stitution that, as Marion College, 
gave him a B. 8S. in 1927—as well 
as to work on his father’s farm. 
Then he went to the Marion Busi- 
ness College for a year, but he pre- 
ferred teaching to trade, and in 
1909 he was placed in charge of a 
one-room red school house. 

In 1910 he married Nora Adele 


Harris, who is still dark-haired and 
charmingly simple. After the ur- 
bane McNutt regime, she has 
brought a Main street air to the 
executive mansion. They have 
three children. 

“She and I went to normal! school 
together,” the Governor said of his 
wife, “but I didn’t know it at the 
time. I guess I was in too much 
of a hurry to get to the chores to 
have much time for the girls.” 

The same year that he was mar- 
ried, Townsend made his first ven- 
ture into politics and was elected 
Blackford County School Superin- 
tendent, a post that he held until 
1919. Then he went back to the 
farm until 1925, but took time out 
to serve in the 1923 session of the 
Indiana Assembly. From 1925 to 
1929 he served as Superintendent of 
Grant County schools. 

Townsend left that post to be- 
come director of organization for 
the Indiana Farm Bureau. This 
job took him into all of the rural 
sections time and again, and he be- 
gan to be a person of some conse- 
quence among the Indiana farmers, 
with the result that the Democrats 
nominated him as Paul V. Mc- 
Nutt’s running mate in 1932. On 
Jan. 1 of the next year he took 
office as Lieutenant-Governor. 

A McNutt Man Plus. 

In the State capitol Townsend 
was always a good McNutt man, a 
fact which helped not a little to, 
win him the gubernatorial nomina- 
tion in 1936. He worked for the 
former American Legion command- 
er’s reorganization of the State gov- 
ernment and still considers it a 
good thing, but he is more inter- 
ested in sound governmental] fi- 
nances and an adequate farm pro- 
gram. And he is more proud of 
having introduced school busses in 
Indiana and traveling rural librar- 
ies to the nation. 

Townsend is a well-built man of 
medium height. He has black hair, 
slightly curled and slightly gray. 
When you look at his face, you 
know that he has worked in the 
fields under a hot sun. When you 
look at his hands, you know that 
he has worked hard. His tastes are 
simple. As lieutenant-governor he 
lived in the old English hotel, which 
many a rural legislator spurned as 
too antique, but its rates harmon- 
ized with Townsend’s thrift. His 
two diversions are hunting and 
fishing. 

“I've always managed to find 
plenty of both without leaving Indi- 
ana,” he said. “There’s mighty 
good fishing in the rivers and lakes 
in the northern part of the State, 
and good bird shooting in the 
south. No need to go to far-off 
places like Canada.” 

One. Trip to Florida. 

After he was elected Governor he 
really splurged. He took his wife, 
his one son, Max, and his then un- 
married daughter, Lucille Mae, to 
Florida for a rest after the cam- 
paign. 

“I guess it’s about time we did 
a little traveling,” he said as he 
packed his bag. 

The Governor is not wealthy. Al- 
though he has had his heart and 
soul in the Indiana soi] since he 
was a boy, he was not able to

The field house was a_ bedilam. 
Townsend had been surveying the 
scene for some time. Suddenly he 
turned to a companion. 

“My, but you could stack a lot 
of hay in this place,” he said. 
That is the man who halted the 
Inland strike. 

He was courageous enough to 
step in while other Governors were 
waiting hopefull or floundering 
hopelessly. He was shrewd enough 
to provide both sides with a vic- 
tory. The steel company is sure 
that it has made no concessions to 
the CIO. The CIO is sure that 
it has obtained the best settlement 
yet made in the industry. 

And Townsend is sure that he

GERMANY PUTS RESTRICTIONS

The company de- 
nied all allegations and asserted 
the complaint should be dismissed. 


The answer, signed by Harry 
Bennett, Ford personnel director, 
said Ford employes who teat and 
chased union organizers from plant 
gates May 26 “were at all times 
acting in self-defense,” after the 
unionists had “entered into an un- 
lawful conspiracy to trespass .. . 
and to cause a riot.” — 

The seven-page answer, filed by 
Louis J. Colombo, Ford Co. attor- 
ney, declares there were “lawful 
reasons” for discharge of numer- 
ous employes the board had charged 
were dismissed becatse of union 
activity. 

Not in Interstate Commerce.

Not in Interstate Commerce. 


The company’s challege to the 
NLRB authority asserts that the 
discharged employes “labored only 
in the manufacturing department 
of respondent; that they took no 
part in the transportation to and 
away from respondent’s plant; nor 
did they participate in any activity 
which preceded or followed manu- 
facturing; that none of said em- 
ployes was engaged in interstate or 
foreign commerce within the true 
meaning of the National Labor Re- 
lations Act.” 


The Ford answer says that in dis- 
tributing a pamphlet entitled “Ford 
gives viewpoint on labor” (which 
the N L R B listed as “propa- 
ganda ... expressing its opposition

PHILADELPHIA MAYOR 
ENDS TRUCK TIE-UP 


A. F. of L. Agrees to Election 
in Jurisdictional Row; 
Papers Again Publish. 


By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 3. 
Trucking in the Philadelphia-Cam- 
den area returned quickly to nor- 
mal today after the American Fed- 
eration of Labor abandoned a team- 
sters’ holiday for an election in a 
jurisdictional dispute with the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization 
over the city’s bakery truck driv- 
ers. 

The holiday caused a 15-hour tie- 
up, during which several trucks 
were overturned. Three morning 
newspapers suspended publication 
after early editions to avoid  vio- 
lence, 

Mayor S. Davis Wilson forced the 
issue of an election after an all- 
night conference between the union 
groups by threatening the use of 
police, firemen, volunteers and 
park guards to assure the move- 
ment of food. 

Judge Frank Smith of Common 
Pleas Court will sit as an election 
judge Monday night, under the 
agreement. Tellers from both unions 
will supervise the balloting of the 
bakery drivers. Company payrolls 
will be used ot determine those 
eligible to vote. 

Invasion by C I O Alleged. 


The holiday was called yesterday 
by the Teamsters’ Joint Council, A. 
F. of L., to protest against what it 
termed an “invasion of the team- 
sters’ movement” by the C I O. 
Union officers said more than 20,- 
000 trucks were affected. 

A strike of A. F. of L. drivers at 
the Freihofer and Ward Baking 
companies precipitated the  holi- 
day. The strikes were called three 
days ago, protesting against con- 
tracts which the companies had 


bargaining agent for the drivers. 
The A. F. of L. had previously had 
contracts with the companies. 

The teamsters’ council said: 

“This holiday is declared against 
the C I O for invading the team- 
sters’ movement, namely, the bak- 
ery and dairy industries and the 
recent Evening Bulletin situation, 
also other fields where the A. F. of 
L. has had jurisdiction for a num- 
ber of years. 

“We find the C I O has been 
instrumental in setting up company 
unions and also adopting company 
union policies in signing closed shop 
agreements, without considering 
wages, hours or working condi- 
tions.” 

A. F. of L. Loses Election. 

The first break in the trucking 
situation came in a strike of A. F. 
of L. drivers employed by the Eve- 
ning Bulletin 10 days ago. The 
strike tied up delivery of the news- 
paper for several days and was set- 
tled by an election in which the A. 
F. of L. failed to obtain a major- 
ity. 

A conference between union rep- 
resentatives threatened to break 
up at 3 o’clock, while reports of vio- 
lence in scattered parts of the city 
were being made to police. 

Mayor Wilson then took charge 
of the meeting and said he would 
declare “a state of emergency to 
preserve law and order.” 

Counsel for both sides were au- 
thorized to sign an agreement to 
the election. 

Earlier the C I O Philadelphia 
committee had approved a resolu- 
tion to meet with A. F. of L. rep- 
resentatives on the question of 
jurisdiction to prevent the tieup.

“The nature of this attack on the 
police, however, is graphically 
shown by a still photograph made 
by an Associated Press photograph- 
er,” Hodes said. He declared the 
picture should be exhibited “in sim- 
ple justice to the city of Chicago.”

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DUUBT ABOUT SHOWING

Head of Theater Operators 
Advises That Exhibiting Pic- 
ture Might Cause Trouble. 


The widely-discussed Paramount 
News film of the Memorial day 
“massacre,” in ‘which 10 steel strike 
demonstrators were fatally shot and 
beaten and 60 others wounded by 
Chicago police, probably will not 
be exhibited publicly in St. Louis or 
St. Louis County, although it has 


been released by the. company. 


Fred Wehrenberg, president of 
the Motion Picture Theater Own- 
ers’ Association, representing 272 
motion picture theaters in _ St. 
Louis, St. Louis County, Eastern 
Missouri and Southern Illinois, an- 
nounced yesterday that he would 
advise members of the association 
having Paramount contracts not to 
show the picture. He said the film 
might cause disturbances in the 
theaters. 

Previously, Leto C. Hill, manager 
of the Fanchon & Marco theaters 
and the St. Louis Amusement Co. 
chain of neighborhood houses, hae 
said the newsreel would not be ex- 
hibited at those theaters. 

Private Showing Held. 

His statement followed a private 
showing of the film at the Ambassa- 
dor Theater after the regular Fri- 
day night show. “It is not,” he de- 
clared, “the proper kind of picture 
to show to audiences in which there 
are women and children.”

& Marco control all first-run the- 
aters now open, except lLoew’s, 
which has no Paramount contract. 

Acting Assistagt Chief of Police

FOR CANCER HOSPITAL

Property Adjacent to County 
Hospital Would Be Given 
to State Free. 


A free site adjacent to St. Louis 
County Hospital will be offered the 
State for erection of the $400,000 
cancer hospital for treatment of 
indigent patients authorized by the 
last Legislature, it was announced 
yesterday by County Judge Eugene 
G. Tighe. 

Judge Tighe said the offer would 
be made the State to assist the 
St. Louis County Chamber of Com- 
merce in its efforts to obtain lo- 
cation of the hospital in St. Louis 
County. The plan was approved 
by Judge Tighe’s associates, Pre- 
siding Judge Thomas H. Thatcher 
and Judge William E. Lauer. 

The Court decided, Judge Tighe 
said, that there was ampie room on 
the 28%4-acre hospital tract pur- 
chased in 1928 for $100,900. Location 
of the hospital in St. Louis County 
would be advantageous, he said, 
because of its proximity to medical 
schools of Washington and _ St. 
Louis universities. 

As originally introduced, the bill 
providing for establishment of the 
cancer hospital stipulated that it 
should be located at Columbia but 
when that provision was removed 
six Missouri towns began efforts to 
obtain the institution. 

Selection of the site will be made 
by a committee headed by Dr. Ellis 
Fischel, St. Louis physician who 
was named chairman of the Cancer 
Control Commission by Gov.

St. Louis Union Formed —125 
of 490 Employes Sign 
as Members. 


Establishment of a union of public 
school custodians and matrons affil 
iated with the American Federation 
of Labor was announced yesteday. 


About 125 of the force of 490 em- 
ployes have signed so far as mem- 
bers a Post-Dispatch reporter was 
told by Joseph P. Clark, business 
representative of the International 
Brotherhood of Firemer, Oilers & 
Helpers and president of Central 
Trades and Labor Union. His union 
has jurisdiction for the present over 
the new organization, which is spon- 
sored by Central Trades. 

The eight-hour day for custodians 
and matrons and adjustment of 
wages will be the chief objectives, 
Clark declared. It has not been de- 
cided whether higher pay will be re- 
quested. However, the union will 
oppose the recent proposal of Mark 
D. Eagleton, a member of the Board 
of Education, for reduction of the 
custodians’ (not including matrons) 
payroll from about $600,000 a year 
to $500,000. 

Union to Request Hearing. 

When the board’s Finance Com- 
mittee takes up the annual budget 
and Eagleton’s recommendations 
next Thursday the union will ask 
tor a hearing. The budget is sched- 
uled for adoption at the board’s 
monthly meeting July 13. 

About 225 custodians and matrons 
attended a union organization meet- 
ing Friday night at Carpenters’ 
Hall, Grand boulevard and Cozens 
avenue. Clark presided. Speakers 
included William M. Brandt, secre- 
tary of Central Trades; John J. 
Church, secretary of the Building 
Trades Council, and Jerry L. Hanks, 
an A. F. of L. organizer. Another 
open meeting will be held at the 
same hall at 8 p. m. next Friday. 

The force of about 350 custodians 
now works a minimum of 10 hours 
daily on a 12-month basis, with two- 
week summer vacations with pay. 
In severe weather, when fires must 
be kept up, the custodians often 
work as long as 14 or 16 hours a 
day and sometimes on Sundays. 
Their principal duties are cleaning 
and general maintenance of the 
schools, operation of the heating 
plants, care of the lawns and clear- 
ing of the sidewalks. In summer 
they clean boilers and paint and 
perform other tasks. 

The 140 matrons work nine hours 
a day during the 10-month school 
year, except for a few employed 
through the summer. Their duties 
include care of girls’ lavatories and 
cleaning of offices and glass and 
brass work, They are paid $85 a 
month, except for a few in larger 
high schools receiving $90. 

Pay of Custodians Varies. 

Pay of many of the 346 custodi- 
ans is $137.75 a month, while the 
range is from $125.25 for assistant 
substitutes to $187 for the head men 
at three larger high schools and 
$219.75 for the head man at Harris 
Teachers’ College. The rate depends 
an the individuals ability and the 
size of the school to which he is 
assigned. Increases are not auto- 
matic. 

The custodians and matrons are 
under supervision of Philip C. 
Brante, an assistant to Building 
Commissioner George W. Sanger. 
Both sanger and President Francis 
C. Sullivan were out of the city yes- 
terday. 

Recently the board repealed the 
deac-letter rule which forbade 
teachers and other employes of the 
Instruction Department from be- 
longing to laber unions, but there 
has been no indication that many 
teachers were interested in joining 

the Teachers’ Union of St. Louis and 
St. Louis County, an A. F. of L. af- 
filiate. One of the 12 members of 
the board is Thomas F. Quinn, pres- 
ident of Building Trades Council.

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CRAFT UNIONS ARGUE 
FOR BARGAINING RIGHT

General Steel Castings Plant 
Dispute Before Labor Re- 
lations Board. 


Members of craft unions employed 
at the Commonwwealth plant of 


the General Steel Casting Corpora- 
tion at Granite City, testified yester- 
day before Trial Examiner Wil- 
liam Seagal of the National Labor 
Relations Board in the new Fed- 


eral Building in support of their 
organization’s application for the 
right to represent their members in 
collective bargaining with the com- 
pany. 

Three craft unions affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor 
are seeking individually to represent 
their members, while Local No. 
1022 of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Iron, Stee} and Tin Work- 
ers of North America, a C I O or- 
ganization, wants recognition as the 
sole bargaining unit for all em- 
ployes of the company. 

Leo W. Quick, representative of 
the A. F. of L. Internation Brother- 
hood of Boilermakers, Iron Ship 
Builders, Welders and Helpers in 
Southern Illinois, said the union 
had signed between 120 and 130 of 
the 160 welders employed at the 
plant. He said he conferred with 
the plant management last March 
in an effort to secure recognition 
as bargaining agent for the weld- 
ers, but that the company declined 
because there was doubt which 
group was the legal bargaining 
unit. 

He was followed by five members 
of the union employed as welders 
at the plant, all of whom testified 
the majority of the welders wanted 
the A. F. of L. group to represent 
them. Under questioning of William 
Walter of Kansas City, Kan., sec- 
retary-treasurer of the union, one 
witness said it was his opinion, 
based on 18 years employment in 
numerous industrial plants, that the 
wages of skilled workers were much 
lower in plants where the majority 
of the employes performed unskilled 
labor. 

This testimony is expected to be 
the basis of a contention of the 
craft unions, that skilled labor of 
the craft unions will be forced to 
accept smaller wages if collective 
bargaining is carried on by the ma- 
jority of workers in the plant, most 
of whom are unskilled. 

The hearing adjourned after the 
business agent for the Internation- 
al Association of Machinists esti- 
mated the local organization repre- 
sented 72 of the 83 machinists and 
helpers at the plant. His testi- 
mony also gstablished that it was 
the policy of the union to enter 
into wage contracts for its mem- 
bers.

rights of the junior lienholders for 
the benefit of the equity. To a 
lesser degree the Southern Pacific 
and Glines plans are subject to 
the same charge. ... The banks may 
conceivably have leaned backward 
in favor of a conservative finan- 
cial structure. In any event, the 
fact that their plan is compatible 
with the public interest is easily 
demonstrable.” 

The brief of Mason B. Starring 
Jr., and other minority preferred 
stockholders criticised all of the 
plans and proposed that his group

WASHINGTON, July 3.—Secre- 

tary of Labor Perkins told the Sen- 

ate today that millions of American 


: ne 
workmen and their families moved | 


around the country in search of 
jobs, without adequate directioa 
and often living under “deplorable” 
conditions. 

A certain amount of this labor 
migration was necessary to take 
care of industrial changes and sea- 
sonal work such as harvesting, Miss 
Perkins said in a report on migra- 
tory workers the Senate ordered 
last year. 

“Increasing numbers of workers 
are forced to move ceaselessly 
across state lines to eke out a living 
by piecing together short and scat- 
tered seasons of employment in ag- 
riculture and industry,” she_ said. 
“For hundreds of thousands of 
American workers, even a meager 
subsistence is dependent upon con- 
tinual interstate migration. 

Undirected Migration. 

“Migration of workers, although 
necessary, is largely unguided or 
ill-directed. Rarely does any type 
of migrant have the assurance of a 
definite job until after he has 
moved. The lack of such assurance 
is especially disastrous for seasonal 
migrants who hope, at most, to 
share in a few weeks of employ- 
ment in one place. 

“When the migration of seasonal 
workers is overstimulated, untold 
misery results. 

“Such studies as are available 
suggest that migrants seeking new 
permanent places of work, if they 
find employment, earn less than 
most workers in the areas to which 
they go. eSeasonal migrants in agri- 
culture seem to be able to average 
only about six months of work each 
year. They appear to average about 
$300 a year a single man and $400 
a year a family. 

“Living Conditions Deplorable.” 

“The conditions of migratory life, 
as observed in the areas recently 
surveyed, are a threat to the devel- 
opment of good citizens. The mi- 
grant and his family tend to be iso- 
lated from the normal activities of 
the community, both because of 
their enforced mode of travel and 
living and because of community 
prejudices against them.

“It is not and never has been an 
official position of the Department 
of Labor or of the Secretary that 
sit-down strikes are either lawful, 
desirable or appropriate. 

“The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, third judicial circuit, 
declared the sit-down strike un- 
lawful. ne 

“There are many possibilities of 
its abuse and the hazard of lack 
of discipline is serious. Although 
the method has been used for 
hundreds and perhaps thousands of 
years by disadvantaged people with 
a grievance, it is unsuited to the 
temperaments and conditions of 
our modern life in this country. I 
believe it will be abandoned by 
the unions.” 

Miss Perkins said the Labor De- 
partment had no power to stop sit- 
downs and defended those Gover- 
nors who had permitted them to 
continue while peace negotiations 
were in progress.

Kelly and Leonard Regan, Federal 
alcohol tax unit agents, are facing 
trial on second degree murder 
charges for the slugging of Fritz 
Mueller, 61-year-old meat dealer, 
who died June 25. A Coroner’s jury 
found death was “the result of un- 
necessary violence in the course of 
an investigation of an alleged vio- 
lation of the law.” 

Inquest witnesses said the agents, 
investigating anonymous reports of 
bootlegging, struck Mueller with a 
blackjack as he was delivering a 
weekly gift of a package of meat to 
an invalid apartment house care- 
taker. The agents refused to tes- 
tify, but before the inquest Federal 
officials had said Mueller struck 
first. 

Kelly and Regan probably will 
not be tried before September. They 
are held on a warrant sworn out 
by Prosécutor D. Gray Warner.

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Tolmich Beats Towns 


In A. A. U. Track Meet: 


Cunningham Triumphs 


By the Associated Press. 


MILWAUKEE, July. 3.—Black-thatched, wiry Alan Tolmich, 
versatile youngster from Detroit’s Wayne University, whipped a 
world champion, and came right back to set a meet record today 
to outshine a field of brilliant stars in the golden jubilee renewal of 
the Amateur Athletic Union’s senior track and field championship 


meet. 


The grand old man of the middle 
distances, Glenn Cunningham, re- 
tained his 1500 meters title with the 
help of a heartbreaking accident to 
little Archie San Romani; four Far 
Westerners surpassed the accepted 
world pole vault record, and six 
great Negro high jumpers domi- 
nated their field—but it was Tol- 
mich who out-sparkled them all to- 
day in Marquette University’s sta- 
dium. 

Tolmich it was who whipped 
Georgia’s famous Forrest (Spec) 
Towns, world record holder, Olym- 
pic champion, defending title holder 
and regarded as unbeatable in the 
high hurdles, over the 110-meter 
route. And it was Tolmich who 
came back an hour later to skim 
over 200 meter of low hurdles in 
the meet record time of 23.3 sec- 
onds. 7 

All this was on top of a triumph 
in the junior 100-meter champion- 
ship last night. 

Earned Triumph. 

The Detroit youth’s triumph over 
Towns, who conquered him in the 
National Collegiate A. A. champion- 
ship meet at Berkeley, Cal., two 
weeks ago, was wholly earned. And 
Towns’ defeat was so thorough that 
he was forced to accept third place 
behind the flying Tolmich and Ray 
Staley of Southern California. 

Tolmich and Staley went into a 
shoulder-to-shoulder battle with the 
crack of the pistol, with Towns, 
holder of the world mark at 141 
seconds, away to a_ silow start. 
Towns puled up even with the pace- 
setters as they slammed over the 
last hurdle, but Tolmich’s desperate 
lunge at the finish, and one almost 
as good by Staley, left the world 
champion in third place. 

Tolmich’s time, 14.5 seconds, was 
good considering the field ran di- 
rectly into an eight-mile wind. 

Showing signs of weariness from 
his two-day campaign, Tolmich 
came up with another dazzling fin- 
ish in the low hurdles. His reward 
was victory by about a yard over 
Jack Donovan of Dartmouth and 
the New York A. C., and a mark 
that supplanted the 23.4 seconds set 
by Heye Lambertus of Nebraska in 
1933, as the meet record. 

Cunningham’s __ title - retaining 
achievement in the 1500 meters 
lacked considerable of satisfying 
the great Kansan and the crowd 
of 12,000 enthusiasts who watched 
the meet under almost perfect 
weather conditions. That it did not 
satisfy Cunningham was no fault of 
his own. . 

Steps on Curbing. 

The race, heralded as another 
great struggle between Cunning- 
ham and his little Kansas rival, was 
right in the middle of being just 
that when San Romani stepped on 
the track curbing and sprawled on 
the cinders about 20 meters from 
home. The two Kansans, with San 
Romani a step in front, had shaken 
off the rest of the field, and the 
issue was still wide open when 
Archie went down. 

As he fell, San Romani’s spikes 
raked Cunningham’s left leg, but 
the veteran kept right on going to 
whip Jimmy Smith of Indiana by 
about 22 yards in 3 minutes, 51.8 
seconds. Wisconsin’s Charles Fen- 
ske finished third, and San Romani, 
as game as he is fleet, got back on 
his feet and finished with a brilliant 
sprint to salvage fourth place ahead

BUDGE ADDS 
TWO DOUBLES 
TC WIMBLEDON 
SINGLES TITLE

WIMBLEDON, England, July 3. 
—Don Budge completed the great- 
est personal triumph in Wimble- 
don’s long history today when, with 
some lively assistance from his fel- 
low Californians, Gene Mako and 
Alice Marble, he added the men’s 
doubles and mixed doubles cham- 
pionships to the singles crown he 
won yesterday. 

The Oakland (Cal.) red-head’s 
dominance of the closing day’s play 
overshadowed Dorothy Round’s 
somewhat lack-luster victory over 
Jadwiga Jedrzejowska of Poland, 
6—2, 2—6, 7—5, in the women’s sin- 
gles final. 

Teamed with Mako, the new king 
of tennis smashed England’s Davis 
Cup pair, George Patrick Hughes 
and Clifford Raymond Davys 
Tuckey, completely out of shape to 
win the men’s doubles crown at 
6—0, 6—4, 6—8, 6—1. A little later, 
Budge partnered Miss Marble, 
United States women’s titleholder, 
to an easy 6—4, 6—1 triumph over 
Yvon Petra and Mme. Simone 
Mathius of France for the mixed 
doubles championship. 

Budge scaled heights of brilliance 
rarely seen on the doubles court as 
he and Mako won the first set of 
their match against Tuckey and 
Hughes at love and with the loss of 
only seven points. 

Budge needed hardly any assist- 
ance from Mako. It was the same 
story in the fourth set when his 
smoking service and bullet-like 
smashes anywhere inside the serv- 
ice line had the British paralyzed. 


More Benevolent Mood. 

Returning to the courts an hour 
later with Miss Marble, he was in 
slightly more benevolent mood. He 
seemed content to let the San Fran- 
cisco blond earn her share of glory, 
which she did. But whenever the 
French team looked like they might 
be tough it was “Ole Massa” Budge 
who stepped up and calmed them 
down. 

Wimbledon fans know now what 
it feels like to see red. 

Budge’s conquests wrote a new 
chapter in Wimbledon history for 
no player ever before has won the 
three championships open to him. 
Not since the French automaton, 
Rene Lacoste, turned the trick in 
1925 has any player won both the 
men’s singles and men’s doubles 
crowns in the same year. 

Although their match proved close 
enough--when the score was tied 
at 4—4 1n the third set, they each 
had scored exactly the same num- 
ber of points—Miss Round and Mlle. 
Jedrzejowska somehow failed to 
supply the brand of tennis one as- 
sociates with Wimbledon finals. 

Miss Round, returning to the 
throne she occupied in 1934, played

WASHINGTON, July 3. — There 
hasn't been as much fuss since 
Fred Merkle forgot to touch sec- 
ond, as big league baseball has 
stirred up with Wednesday’s fifth 
presentation of its five-star special, 
the All-Star game. 

They took the player selection 
away from the fans, and since then 
the howls have been pouring in 
faster than Van Mungo’s fireball. 

Despite the fact that the expec- 
tations are for a full house at Grif- 
fith Stadium (capacity 32,000), 
thereby evening up for the finan- 
cial beating taken in last year's 
tproduction at Boston, the echoes 
over the change in player-picking 
policy probably will be heard long 
after Wednesday’s game. 

So far, this controversy has 
aroused as much interest as_ the 
game itself, particularly with sev- 
eral managers squawking over the 
absence of one or another of their 
deserving players from the 23-man 
squad selected for each league by 
last year’s pennant winning pilots, 
Joe McCarthy and Bill Terry. 

Nevertheless, all signs point to 
the expected clash of power and 
pitching between the American 
League’s larruping bats, on the one 
side, and the screwball, fireball and 
fogball flinging of Messrs, Carl 
‘Hubbell, Mungo and Dizzy Dean, 
respectively, on the other. 

The betting odds give a slight 
edge to the American Leaguers be- 
cause of their power-hitting ability, 
although the Nationals are coming 
to the wars with a generally higher 
batting lineup, led by the re-nick- 
named “Muscles” Medwick. One 
bet-maker offers 7 to 10 against the 
Americans, and even money against 
the Nationals. 

This is generally regarded as 
largely due to the extra-base belters 
in the American lineup such as Lou 
Gehrig, Bill Dickey, Joe DiMaggio 
and Red Rolfe of the Yankees’ pow- 
erhouse; Hank Greenberg and 
Charley Gehringer of the Tigers; 
Jimmy Foxx and Joe Cronin of the 
Red Sox, and Earl Averill of Cleve- 
land. Against this combination, the 
Nationals will throw, in addition to 
their hurling aces, an attack that 
tops anything they have previously 
presented in this particular event. 

The senior circuit is out for its 
second straight triumph. The Amer- 
ican Leaguers took the first three 
engagements, from 1933 to ‘35. 

Generally, the lineups of both 
teams will be packed with All-Star 
“veterans.” Two American Leaguers 
(Gehrig and Gehringer) and one 
National (Gabby Hartnett) are 
serving for the fifth time. Five 
other Americans and seven Na- 
tionals are back for the fourth 
time.

This will make a to- 
tal of $18,000 per year for 
search. 


2. Propagation: Over fish, forest, 
game, fowl, song-birds and wild- 
‘flowers. Here there must be a 
three-way set-up between the State, 
the farmers and the conservation- 
ists. 


3. Enforcement: A high type of 
personnel is needed in this depart- 
ment as in any other. Men who 
can understand conditions around 
them and who will be subject to 
rigid mental and physical examina- 
tions as well as take a preparatory 
course of some kind. 


4. Education: This will be most 
effective in the future. Courses 
Should be given. from grammar 


school through college. 

5. Co-ordination - Co-operation: 
Especially between the states and 
schools, Two great benefits will 
be derived by the State. First, the 
social value which cannot be meas- 
ured in money but which includes 


the provision of sports and recrea- 
tional facilities to the citizens of

Prices Higher in 84 Per 
Cent of Cities, With 
10 Per Cent Gain

Real estate prices are higher 
than they were a year ago in &4 
per cent of the cities of the coun- 
try. A 10 per cent advance has 
been experienced in 63 per cent of 
the cities, and increases of 15 per 
cent and 20 per cent are not infre- 
quent. The market for real estate 
is more active than last year in 91 
per cent of the cities. These are 
top findings of the twenty-ninth 
semi-annual survey of the real es- 


tate market made by the National | 
Association of Real Estate Boards 


and released here today. The sur- 
vey covers 256 cities. It is compiled 
from confidential reports by 
association’s local member real c3- 
tate boards. 

1. Practically no remaining over- 
supply of single-family dwellings. 
Under-supply of such dwellings in 
73 per cent of the cities, and a pro- 
spective shortage reported in an 
additional 19 per cent of the cities. 
Shortage of apartment space in 538 


per cent of the cities, and a pro-. 


spective shortage indicated by an 
additional 16 per cent. 

2. New home construction bring- 
ing definite acceleration in the sale 
of homesites. But comment from 
city after city that recent rise in 
building costs, including materiais 
and labor, is so great as to discour- 
age new building. 

3. Rents for business space in 
central districts at a higher level 
than a year ago in 78 per cent of 
the cities reportihg, and not a sin- 
gle city reporting lower rates. Space 
in outlying business districts rent- 
ing at a level higher than a year 
ago in 56 per cent of the cities. 

4. Office space, which has been 
slower to recover, now beginning to 
advance. Downtown office space 
rates are advancing in 43 per cent 
of the cities, with only one city 
showing rates going down. A year 
ago only 28 per cent showed an’ up 
trend. 

5. Apartment rents higher than 
a year ago in 87 per cent of cities 
reporting, and rents for single-fam- 
ily dwellings higher in 90 per cent 
of the cities.

Building and Loan Concerns 
Lend Amounts During Month 
Aggregating $123,129;600

CHICAGO, July 3—Home ahi’ 


made in May by savings, building 
and loan associations totaled 16 per 
cent more than a year ago, 94 per 
cent more than two years ago and 
were the best for the month since 
1929, the United State Building and 
Loan League reported today. Loans 
received by 51,480 families during 
the month totaled $123,129,600. 

Home purchase loans gained 40 
per cent compared with a year ago. 
Building and loan financing for 
new construction was 34 per cent 
larger than in May, 1936. The 
league estimated approximately 10,- 
300 new homes were built with sav- 
ings and loan money during May. 

Morton Bodfish, executive vice- 
president, said total loan volume in 
May was off 1.8 per cent compared 
with April. Virtually all of the de- 
crease, he said, was due to the de- 
cline in home construction as re- 
ported by the F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion. 


Building Loans Made in City and 
County in June. 

June volume of loans made by 
building and loan associations of 
St. Louis and St. Louis County ex- 
ceeded the figure for June, 1936, by 
more than $100,000 according to a 
report yesterday (Saturday) by Al- 
fred S. Zeller, president of the St. 
Louis League of Incorporated 
Building and Loan Associations. 

One hundred ninety-three record- 
ings during the month just past to- 
taled $646,540 as compared with 
June 19386, recordings of 164 loans 
totaling $538,940, Zeller pointed out. 


Both May and June of this year |: 


have ~ exceeded corresponding 
months of 1936 by more than $100,- 
000 in loan volume, although June 
was somewhat short of the peak 
number of loans recorded during 
May of this year, Zeller said. The 
total for May was $730,295.

Such a city as Cincinnati, for 
example, gives this additional re- 
port: “Very little available vacant 
space for small industries.” 

Residential Rents. 

« Only one city shows any down 
movement in residential rents, no 
city any down movement for sin- 
gie-family dwellings. Cities of over 
500,000 population in 100 per cent 
of cases report residential rents 
higher than last year in every type 
of accommodation surveyed. In both 
the Great Lakes and North Central 
regions, every city reporting 
showed the trend as up. In the 
Northwest and Southeast, ‘about 
one-fourth of the cities still report 
rents stationary both for apart- 
ments and for single-family dwell- 
ings.

OST people are so busy digging 
Mi the garden at this time of 

year that they are likely to for- 
get that indoor plants have a charm 
of their own and are deserving of 
at least some slight attention. Ev- 
eryone appreciates growing green- 
ery indoors in the winter time but 
the pleasures of indoor gardens in 
the summer are likely to be over- 
looked except by those city dwell- 
ers who have no real garden in 
which to putter. However, even if 
you're up to your ears with outside 
work, consider the cooling effect of 
greenery indoors on those dog days 
when even the loveliest outdoor gar- 
den looks hot and wilted. And, if 
you still can’t be bothered, store 
away the idea as something to be 
done next winter. 

Of course, the simplest type of 
indoor garden to have is ‘one that 
utilizes any available window sill 
or radiator top. We all know the 
charm of smal] potted plants set 
on glass shelves in a bay window 
but even more effective, to me, is 
a built-in flower box covering the. 
entire sill of a bay window. Not 
only attractive in itself but most 
helpful to the appearance of a room 
is a flower box arrangement to 
finish off a shield for an exposed 
radiator, and it is surprising how 
many plants will thrive even in 
this unpropitious spot.

@ MOST ATTRACTIVE of all, of 
course, are those little gardens 
which are built-in structurally, for 
they not only seem an integral part 
of the room, but they often con- 
vert a bad feature into a good one. 
Thus, for a mantel breast which 
projects too far into the room, a 
circular column set into the angle 
between wall and- mantel and 
topped with greenery would have 
a very softening effect. Another 
stunt, and one I saw worked out 
most attractively, was placing a 
pair of plant stands in the two cor- 
ners of a wall where a stairway 
made a bend on the way up. These 
stands of wrought iron were level 
at the top but their legs were of 
different heights to adjust to the 
ascending stair level. 

One of the most charming and 
unusual indoor garden features I 
ever saw was in a New York apart- 
ment. In front of mirrored doors, 
which faced into the foyer, was a 
long, white wire container filled 
with flowers which apparently was 
set flat on the floor. This, however, 
Was merely an illusion, for when 
the doors were opened the flower 
containers went right along with 
them for they were attached to the 
bottom of the doors. The advantage 
of this feature, aside from its nove] 
effect, was that when the doors 
were opened into the dining room, 
the flowers could be seen in that 
room so that they did double duty.

CHICKEN AND BROCCOLI AU 
GRATIN 

One bunch broccoli. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

Three cups milk. 

Two egg yolks.

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

Six slices cold breast of chicken. 


One-half cup grated American 
cheese. ’

CHEESE SOUFFLE ON BROILED 
TOMATOES 


Four tablespoons butter. 
Four tablespoons flour. 
One cup milk. 


One cup cheese, grated or in fine 
pieces. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Dash pepper. 

Four eggs, separated. 

Four large tomatoes. 

Seasonings. 

Sixteen rounds toast. 

One-half pound bacon.

SCALLOPED SUMMER SQUASH 

Four young yellow squash, 

Two tablespoons flour. 

Salt. 

Pepper. 

Four tablespoons butter. 

One-third cup milk. 

Wash squash and slice very thin. 
Pack into six individual casseroles, 
sprinkling each layer with flour, 
salt and pepper. Dot with butter 
and add one tablespoon milk to 
each casserole, Cover and bake in 
moderate oven (375 degrees Fahren- 
heit) for an hour and 15 minutes.

CORN FRITTERS WITH CHICKEN 

Two cups sifted flour. 

Four teaspoons baking powder. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Dash of pepper. 

One-half teaspoon sugar. 

Two cups cooked corn, cut from 
cob (or drained canned corn). 

Two eggs, beaten. 

Two-thirds cup milk. 

Four cups hot creamed chicken.

Two teaspoons salt. 

One-half teaspoon poultry season- 
ing, if desired. 

Cook spaghetti in boiling .salted 
water until tender.

Holiday Trips 
Bring Danger 
Of Poison lvy 


Persons on Outings Should 
Give This Plant a Wide 


Berth.

to the country today and to- 

morrow to celebrate the glori- 
ous Fourth, it might be well for 
them to know that there are lurk- 
ing poisons in the great outdoors 
which, if not given a wide berth, 
will send them home with a souve- 
nir quite as far-reaching and un- 
comfortable as any powder burns. 

Know poison ivy so as to keep 
away from it. Many a person has 
become acquainted with it only 
after having suffered a painful at- 
tack of its poison even though it 
is common knowledge that this 
particular plant will cause a se 
vere irritation of the skin. 

Poison ivy always has three 
pointed leaflets to a stem, no more 
and no less under any conditions. 
“Leaflets three, let it Le,” is an 
old and wise saying to bear in mind 
when tramping through the country 
in summer. This plant is a widely 
spread weed of which there are 
several different sorts with as many 
loca] names, three-leaf ivy and 
poison oak being the most com- 
monly heard with us. Though the 
species may differ botanically, 
they are so much alike in general 
character that when we know the 
one form we can recognize others, 
at least well enough to be suspi- 
cious of them and leave them alone. 

—-0-0--—- 

THE MARGIN of the poison ivy 
leaflets is quite smooth and regu- 
lar except for perhaps one or two 
indentations unevenly spaced. The 
poison oak has such deeply notched 
margins on the three leaflets as to 
suggest the oak leaves. They are of 
the same family. With us the 
poison ivy is more of a vine, while 
the poison oak will be found in stiff 
shrub-like form anywhere from two 
to three or four feet high along 
fences or at the roots of old trees. 
Both forms adapt themselves eas- 
ily to whatever conditions they 
find, so we may come across them 
flourishing in the woods or in the 
open, in low moist soil or on the 
sun-baked side of a dry hill. 

The leaves of all forms have stout 
light green stems. Two of the leaf- 
lets are opposite and have short 
stalks, while the third middle leaf- 
let of the trio is long stalked. When 
mature the upper side of the leaf 
is a rich green, the underneath be- 
ing of a lighter shade. In spring as 
the young crinkly leaves unfold 
they are an attractive red, and in 
fall the whole vine or bush takes 
on a gaudy coat.of scarlet and 
orange. 

The flowers, always inconspicu- 
ous, have gone by this time, but 
the smooth green fruits are begin- 
ning to form in loose clusters in 
the angle between the leaf stalk 
and plant stem. In the fall these 
berries turn a waxy white and again 
warn us to keep our distance as 
so many of our white-berried plants 
are poisonous. 

Seeman elt letemenel 

THERE WAS a theory, now ex- 
ploded, that a person of high sus- 
ceptibility could be affected by get- 
ting close to a plant without touch- 
ing it. L. E. Warren of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
has found that the poison in poison 
ivy is resin-like, and not at all vola- 
tile, so cannot act through the air. 
One must come in direct contact 
with the plant to get the poison, or 
must touch clothing or something 
that may have brushed the plant in 
passing. However, it is a known 
fact that smoke from burning plants 
will carry the poison and can cause 
much discomfort. 

When one is unfortunate enough 
to have been poisoned, the latest 
method is to dab alcohol or straight 
gasoline on the affected parts. 
Either is supposed to dissolve the 
resin-like poison, and should be 
followed by a thorough washing 
with laundry soap. There is a 
warning never to use ethy! gasoline 
because it may result in lead poison- 
ing, worse by far than the ivy 
poisoning. In a bad case, it is best 
to forego the local applications and 
see a doctor. They are giving toxic 
extracts now which clear up the 
cases in a few days. 

—-0-O0-— 

POISON IVY is often confused 
with Virginia creeper, which may 
be found in the — places and 
resembles the ivy in the shape of 
the leaflets and its climbing habits. 
But if it is borne in mind that the 
leaf of the Virginia creeper has 
five leaflets instead of three, there 
will be no mistake. 

The poison sumac may be con- 
sidered another danger in our 
countryside though there is not a 
great deal of it in and around our 
neighboring counties. It is a swamp 
sumac growing more in the south- 
ern part of the state, but still can 
sometimes be found nearer St. Louis 
in unsuspected places along low 
miry banks of streams or at the 
edge of swampy spots. 

It differs from the handsome su- 
macs along the high, dry road- 
sides in that its leaflets, seven to 
18 in number, are borne on plain 
round stalks and have a tendency 
to fold forward, while in the harm- 
less sumac the leaves bear nine to 
12 leaflets on hairy or sometimes

another old house, every door in 
the Lindburg home came original- 
1 from the Pierce place.

T IS a regular thing for health 

writers to view with alarm the 

Fourth of July, and it is a good 
thing they do. The number of ac- 
cidents and deaths from fireworks 
accidents has gone down ‘steadily 
due to sensible municipal control 
and the organization of the medica) 
profession to take care of injuries. 

Last year in Kansas City, which 
has an anti-firecracker ordinance, 
100 injuries were reported, but no 
deaths, a distinctly smaller per- 
centage than in communities where 
no such rule is enforced. 

Nowadays, however, accidents, 
and especially automobile accidents, 
are far ahead of fireworks as a 
cause of Fourth of July mortality. 
Last year 254 people were killed on 
the: Fourth of July from traffic 
accidents, 
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OUR FOURTH OF JULY health 
advice, therefore, has changed its 
tone a little bit, and this year I 
suggest the folowing, which is en- 
titled “How Not to Grow Old”: 

“Demand half the road the 
middle half. Insist on your rights. 
Always lock your brakes when 
skidding. It makes the job more 
artistic.

It has never been done in pictures although 
the same dilemma has presented itself a good many times on the 
spoken stage and been met in that manner. But whether or not Ga- 
ble or someone else makes an announcement, an effort will be made 
to gave the large sum of money already invested in “Saratoga.”

“Kine Kleine Nachtmusik” is the 

musical hallmark of the Little Sym- 

phony and has been played in each 
one of the orchestra’s annual series. 

In the view of the committee it 

represents the ideal number for an 

outdoor summer's evening concert 

—being lyrical, romantic and direct 

in its appeal. 

The Tansman work was com- 
posed in 1924 and first performed in 
this country a year later by the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, under 
Serge Koussevitzky. The Sinfoniet- 
ta, though modern in its scoring, 1s 
lyrical and sentimental in its sub- 
stance. The first movement 1S 
bright, gay and a little nostalgic; 
the scherzo is based on a mazurka 
which recalls, ia a sentimental vein, 
the folk dances of Tansman’s native 
Poland, and the nocturne is eharac- 
terized by an intimate charm and a 
lyrical pathos, The fourth move- 
ment has a sort of perpetual mo- 
tion atmosphere,

Grand Film From Kipling Novel

SCREEN drama of roadshow 
A proportions has come, as a 

piece of downright good luck 
at this time of year, to Loew's The- 
ater. This is “Captains Courage- 
ous,” which reproduces a_ well- 
known work of literature, which 
has at least three superb perform- 


ances and which is the finest sea 
picture in several seasons. 


Without hesitation, one who sees 
the film must recognize that the 
screen play of John Lee Mahin, 
Marc Connelly and Dale van Every 
is a great improvement, for dra- 
matic purposes, on the Rudyard 
Kipling novel from which it is 
taken. Out of Kipling’s travelogue 
with the cod-fishing fleet in the 
North Atlantic have come keener 
insight into the characters involved, 
a story of sound emotional value, 
and one of much greater unity. 

What has been developed is the 
friendship between young Harvey 
Cheyne and Manuel, the Portuguese 
fisherman who rescues him after 
Harvey has fallen off an ocean 
liner. It didn’t amount to much in 
the novel; now it serves Freddie 
Bartholomew and Spencer Tracy 
for their strongest characteriza- 
tions: And considering the past 
records of these never-failers, that 
is something to be pondered. 

Those who made high school 
book reports on “Captains Courage- 
ous” (four points, I think, we got 
for it) will recall that it opened 
on an ocean liner headed for Eu- 
rope. Wealthy young Harvey 
Cheyne, who could be described 
best by boys of his age as a plain 
“stinker,” is making himself a nui- 
sance to the passengers. Some- 
body gives him a big, black cigar, 
it makes him sick and he falls 
overboard, to be rescued by Man- 
uel, who is out looking for cod. 
For three months Harvey lives a 
fisherman’s life on the schooner 
We're Here, and it makes a man of 
him. 

Kipling treated the process rather 
gently and took time to describe the 
colorful persons and dialects, and 
include many extraneous items, that 
he had picked up around East Glou- 
cester, where he gathered his ma- 
terial. 

In the picture, much effort is 
spent in building up the personal- 
ity of Harvey, to make him the 
kind of diabolical little delinquent 
Bonita Granville was in “These 
Three.” Before he sets out for 
Europe, he has tried to bribe both 
teachers and fellow-students at a 
snooty school, has made himself 
everywhere officious and has had 
a punch in the jaw for it. All this 
becomes a very excellent prelude 
to his reformation later on, and 
indicates the fine understanding of 
the boy’s nature, which permits 
Master Bartholomew's _ perform- 
ance to be the almost marvelous 
thing that it is. 

Similarly, something has been 
made of Manuel. Instead of just 
a nice fellow who smiled and 
showed his teeth when presented 
to Harvey's mother and: father at 
the end of the book, he is a kind, 
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brave, loyal and deeply spiritual 
person, combining in himself all 
the examples a boy needs before 
him to become a fine man. Tracy, 
a little of whose spirituality was 
indicated when he was the priest 
in “San Francisco,” does such a 
stirring job here that his Manuel 
will never be forgotten by those 
who see him. 

Lionel Barrymore’s Capt. Disko is 
the third dominating performance, 
almost apart from the Bartholo- 
mew-Tracy story and representa- 
tive of the fishing industry and the 
sea, Director Victor Fleming has 
co-ordinated every background ele- 
ment for greatest effect. He never 
has his cameras say, “Aren't sail- 
ing ships pretty?”, but views the 
sea, as the sailors might, in the 
light of a necessary evil. The pic- 
ture excels photographically, make 
no mistake of that. Rolling swells, 
bursting sprays, fog and fishing 
are all treated fairly. For camera 
work, “Captains Courageous” is as 
slick as a fresh cod. — 


The climax of the film, wherein 
Tracy loses his life, rises to an 
emotional power reached by very 
few pictures. So great it is that 
the screen play writers themselves 
seem not to know what to do after- 
ward. The reconciliation of Harvey 
and his father is a tough matter 
to handle, but eventually the con- 
nection is made and the film ends 
on a happy note. Considering that 
Kipling worked up his climax by 
having Harvey’s parents make a 
record railroad run across country 
to their lost darling, the achieve- 
ment of Messrs. Mahin, Connelly 
and Van Every is no small one. 

Loew’s program would be notable 
if only for the Walt Disney “Acad- 
emy Award Review” which accom- 
panies “Captains Courageous.” For 
this Disney album contains “Flowers 
and Trees,” “Three Little Pigs,” 
“The Tortoise and the Hare,” 
“Three Orphan Kittens” and “The 
Country Cousin,” successive prize- 
winning cartoons. Not the least 
attractive feature of the showing 
is the color harmony which con- 
nects the five cartoons.

Slave Ship. 


ALTERING treatment of a 
F theme with as great possibilities 

as that of “Captains Courage- 
ous” is to be found in “Slave Ship,” 
at the Fox, which sets forth the 
story of another reformation in the 
last days of “blackbirding” across 
the Atlantic. Warner Baxter plays 
a slave trader who wants to give 
u}' the whole dirty mess, and who 
tries, but has to face a mutiny by 
Wallace Beery and members of the 
profit-sharing crew. The film tries 
to be cruel, cracks the whip over 
numberless Negroes and shoots any 
number of stunt men out of the 
rigging, but never excites sym- 
pathy. 

Beery, who seems unsure of his 
direction in the film, makes the 
bold, bad mutineer part clown and 
part brute while Mickey Rooney, 
subdued in “Captains Courageous,” 
all but runs away with the show. 
Some interesting characters are 
rounded up in saloons, and there 


is a dog with a cute interest in 
human affairs, but “Slave Ship” 
never quite gets up sail. 

“Under the Red Robe,” the Fox’s 
other picture, comes from Great 
Britain and offers mass murder of 
the English language. With Con- 
rad Veidt from Germany, Anna- 
bella from France, Raymond Mas- 
sey from Canada and Romney 
Brent from Mexico, one may take 
his pick of accents. But Veidt’s 
cool performance quite overcomes 
any language deficiency and Brent’s 
is an able second. By those who 
can decipher it, “Under the Red 
Robe” may be greatly enjoyed. 

The Ambassador’s very pleasant 
comedy, “I Met Him in Paris,” with 
Claudette Colbert, Melvyn Douglas, 
Robert Young and winter sports of 
Idaho, remains for a second week. 
It is definitely high-grade entertain- 
ment and (filled with genuine 
amusement. “Men in Exile,” added 
this week in place of “A Night of 
Mystery,’ has to do with a boy and 
a girl and her rascally brother in 
a remote Latin-American island re- 
public. It can be overlooked. 

At the St. Louis there is “The 
Captain’s Kid,” first-run film fea- 
turing Sybil Jason, May Robson 
and Guy Kibbee. No two actresses 
in the world, it seems to me, are so 
precocious and overact so much as 
Miss Jason and Miss Robson, and 
Guy Kibbee never varies from his 
standard gruffness. “The Captain’s 
Kid” may be something for the 
youngsters not grown too wise, but 
it is nothing for adults.

Cast enlistments are the 
Russian basso, Feodor Chaliapin, 
Kirsten Flagstad, Giovanni Mar- 
tinelli, Bruna Castagna, new Car- 
men of the Metropolitan, Paul Alt- 
house, John Gurney, young basso 
now with Municipal Opera, and 
Lucy Monroe. 

Martinelli and Castagna are as- 
signed to “Carmen”; Chaliapin, Mon- 
roe and Weede to “Faust”; Flagstad 
Althouse and Weede to “Tristan und 
Isolde.” Local choruses, orchestra 
and ballet are to be assembled. Gen-

‘Victoria Regina, 
Passed by Censor, 
Delights London 


é6 V ICTORIA REGINA,” which, 


with Helen Hayes’ in the 

title role, is one of the more 
important stage attractions listed 
for the American Theater in the 
coming season, has just been pre- 
sented in London, where its per- 
formances had been banned for two 
years because the British censor 
had put a ban on it—not because 
the play has any objectionable as- 
pect so far as morality is con- 
cerned, but because it is a British 
tradition that historical personages 
may not be presented on the stage 
unless they have been dead for “a 
decent interval.” 

Upon its presentation at last by 
Gilbert Miller (the British censor 
relented when the 100th anniversary 
of Queen Victoria’s accession to the 
throne came around on June 20) 
the play scored one of the most 
sensational successes of recent 
theatrical history. On the opening 
night the audience included Queen 
Victoria’s great-grandson, the Duke 
of Kent (brother of King George), 
and the Duchess, Lord Louis 
Mountbatten, the Marquess of Mil- 
ford Haven and a number of other 
members of British royalty and the 
nobility. There were 15 vociferous 
curtain-calls at the end of the per- 
formance, and both Pamela Stan- 
ley, -who played the part of the 
Queen, which Helen Hayes recent- 
ly finished playing in New York 
for 516 times, and Laurence Hous- 
man, the author, were obliged to 
make speeches. 

Housman, the elderly brother of 
the poet, A. E. Housman, who has 
had to be content with having 
many of his plays published be- 
cause the censor would not permit 
them to be produced, and who, now

late in life, has become rich from 
royalties on this play after a long 
life of almost poverty, spoke brief- 
ly, saying: “I have been asked not 
to make the speech I wanted to, but 
will content myself by saying ‘At 
last, at last.’” 

The next day curious newspaper 
men asked Housman what had been 
the speech he wanted to make and 
it turned out that he had planned 
to include thanks to the former 
Edward VIII, now Duke of Wind- 
sor, for his influence in lifting the 
censor’s ban on the play. He had 
intended to say: “At last! Thanks 
mainly, I believe, to the gracious, 
unusual common -sense of his late 
Majesty, King Edward, to whom 
now, as Duke of Windsor, I tender 
my grateful thanks.” Apparently 
Mr. Housman had found it wise 
not to make quite that speech. 


Roberta" With Fireworks 


Municipal Opera, which used a 
fireworks display in its first show 
of the season, “The Great Waltz,” 
has no monopoly on that type of

ter in London on March 14, 1885, 
marked the peak of the 20-year cole 
laboration of William Gilbert, play- 
wright and ex-army officer, and 
Arthur Sullivan, composer of “On- 
ward, Christian Soldiers,” “The Lost 
Chord” and much other standard 
sacred and secular music. Perfect- 
ly suited to each other for profes- 
sional purposes, the two collabo- 
rators are famous also for always 
being at odds and extremely 
jealous of each other. 

But no success in modern theat- 
rical history is equal to theirs, 
“The Mikado” alone ran for nearly 
two years, its music was hummed 
by all, even Queen Victoria, al- 
though she didn’t appreciate the 
humor of the story, and within a 
few months after its London ap- 
pearance, the comic opera was a 
reigning hit in New York. Pro- 
duction of the Gilbert and Sullivan 
works has been almost unceasing 
in the last half century. 

Municipal Opera presented “The 
Mikado” in 1919, its first season, in 
1920 and in 1927, but has done no 
Gilbert and Sullivan since then, 
The last stage presentation in St. 
Louis was by the Civic Light Opera 
Company at the American Theater 
in November, 1935.

Executioner. Nanki-Poo, son of the 
Mikado, has run away from home 
in disguise to escape marriage to 
the homely, but wealthy spinster, 
Katisha, He joins a band of musi- 
cians, meets Yum-Yum, who is be- 
trothed to Ko-Ko, the Lord High 
Executioner, and falis in love with 
her. 

Ko-Ko learns of the romance but 
also gets word from the Mikado 
that someone must be beheaded 
within 30 days or Ko-Ko will be 
publicly degraded. Nanki-Poo con- 
sents to be beheaded if allowed to 
marry Yum-Yum at once. Quick 
thinking and use of handy Oriental 
custom is necessary to get every- 
thing straightened out and save 
the Emperor’s son from execution. 

Although Gilbert set the story in 
the mythical kingdom of Titipu and 
avoided using class titles of old 
Japan in his cast, the Nipponese 
inspiration of the opera is not dis- 
puted and the Japanese themselves 
have always recognized it. Even at 
the time of the original production, 
the Japanese Ambassador attempt- 
ed to have the show suppressed, on 
the ground that it ridiculed the 
Emperor, but was unsuccessful. 


Its songs, known throughout the 
world, are “A Wandering Minstrel, 
I,” “Three Little Maids,” “He’s Got 
"Em On the List,” “I Am So 
Proud,” “Were You Not to Ko-Ko 
Plighted,” “Our Great Mikado.” 
“Youns Man in Despair,” “Behold 
the Lord High Executioner,” 
“Comes a Train of Little Ladies,” 
“Here’s a How-De-Do,” “A More 
Humane Mikado,” “Glee,” “The 
Flowers That Bloom in the Spring” 
and “Tit-Willow.” 

Largely because of Gilbert, who 
even told actors how to smile and 
how to hold their fans, “The Mi- 
kado,” as well as other Savoy oper- 
ettas, has rarely been modified or 
adapted. Production Manager 
Richard Berger gives his assurance 
that the original text will be fol- 
lowed faithfully this week. 

A week from tomorrow night, 
Municipal Opera will offer the 
world premiere of a modern oper- 
etta, “Salute to Spring,” by two 
young Americans, Frederick Loewe 
and Earle Crooker.

As for human beings, so for all kinds of 
g00ds there is no mechanical transport in 
Simla and relatively few pack animals.| The 
breat mass of the luggage, merchandise, fur- 
niture, machinery, office equipment, and so 
on is carried on coolies’ backs. Few En-| 
glishmen would dare treat a dog as those 
men are treated—let us say negatively—with 
the Government’s tacit connivance, in its 
service, and under its very eyes. 

There is a statutory limit to the load that 
May be laid on mule and donkey; there is 
hone for a man: It is not enough to answer 
that the coolies can protest, refuse, or ’bar- 
gain. Beggars cannot be choosers, and these 
men are too poor, too feckless by poverty out

F aii men, citizens of the Union of So- 


cialist Soviet Republics, are drifting about 

about the North Pole on an ice floe half a 
Square mile in area and about 10 feet thick. 
They expect to spend a year there, isolated 
from the rest of mankind, almost continually 
enduring freezing temperatures even when 
indoors, constantly exposed to the known 
and unknown dangers of a part of the earth 
which hitherto has successfully resisted set- 
tlement by human beings. Their purpose is 
to gain by scientific study such knowledge of 
the ways of nature in the polar region as will 


make possible commercial air travel by polar 
routes and extend the Soviet Union's devel- 


opment of its Arctic territory. 
The dramatic audacity of the project, no 


‘less than its importance, has attracted world- 
wide attention. 


Although it is fundamentally 
a triumph of planning, from the_time four 


airplanes left a tiny Arctic island to land the 
scientific party and its year’s supplies on the 


ice a few miles from the pole, until they re- 
turned the other day, having left the observ- 
ers established in their drifting camp, ready 
for a new human experience—a winter at the 
North Pole—the enterprise has been charac- 
terized by a daring and skill which could 
not fail to capture the imagination. Such in- 
terest naturally brings to mind many ques- 
tions about the unique expedition—about its 
members, its equipment, its plans, the prepa- 


‘rations that must have been made; about 
‘such simple but vital matters as how the 
| members of the wintering party will protect 
| themselves from the appalling cold, what they 


eat and how they spend’their time. 


Leader of Pole Dwellers 
Is the Son of a Sailor. 


The Moscow News, weekly edition of the 
Moscow Daily News, English-language news- 
paper published here, devoted most of the 
space in a recent issue to information of this 
kind. Its detailed accounts and descriptions 
of various phases of the North Pole Expedi- 
tion included articles written by leading par- 
ticipants. What follows is largely a digest 
of material which was published in that and 
a subsequent edition of the Moscow News. 

‘While the guiding genius of the polar en- 
terprise was and is Otto J. Schmidt, chief of 
the expedition and head of the Central Ad- 
ministration of the Northern Sea Route, pop- 
ular interest probably is now keenest in the 
four men who constitute the personnel of 
the North Pole Station—the men who are 
established for a year, they hope, on the ice 
floe. The commander of the station is Ivan 
Dmitriyevich Papanin, 43 years old, a round- 
faced man with a Chaplin-Hitler mustache. 
The son of a sailor, he started at 14 in a 
compass workshop, became a skilled metal 
worker, served in the navy in the World War, 
was a leader of sailors in the Bolshevik Revo- 
lution and in 1919 joined the Communist

Men Who Will Keep

Papanin had been selected to direct the 
development of the great salt and oil fields of 
Nordwickstroi in the Arctic when he heard 
of the North Pole Expedition; he persuaded 
Schmidt to excuse him from the proposed 
appointment and give him the hazardous job 
at the pole. He then selected the three men 
who are sharing with him the labors, hard- 
ships and perils of the polar station. 7 Pyotr 
Petrovich Shirshov, Eugene Konstantinovich 
Fyodorov and Ernest Theodorovich Krenkel 
are the men he choose.

OW are the pilots of the planes that 
HW reached the North Pole dressed? They 

wear silk underwear next to the skin. 
Then come woolen underwear. On top of 
that, sweaters of the finest merino wool, 
leather trousers and leather shirts with 
flannel linings. Over that, fur trousers 
made from the skins of young reindeer 
and shirts of the same material. Finally 
long lambskin coats lined with fox, with 
great fur collars. 

On their feet they wear woolen socks, 
on top of which are dogskin stockings and 
boots of reindeer skin. In the event of. 
‘“‘warmer’’ weather (the temperature even 
in spring drops to 22 below zero, Fahren- 
_heit) they wear waterproof mountain 
boots which lace up to the knees. For 
damp weather they are supplied with seal- 
skin boots with fur both inside and out. 

In addition, the mechanics are equipped 
with fur boots with -hick felt soles and 
heels so that they cannot slip when moving 
inside the planes from one motor to an- 
other. They have woolen gloves and fur 
mittens made of dog or wolfskin. For 
work they are supplied with waterproof 
canvas mittens. 

The pilots’ heads are protected by wool- 
en undercaps and warm leather helmets; 
the others have fur caps instead of hel- 
| mets. 
| Moleskin masks protect faces against 
the cold winds and special goggles are used 
against snow glare. Each man has a rein- 
deer sleeping bag lined with sateen, a de- 
tachable fleecy inner lining, and a pneu- 
matic, rubber mattress.

of 32, a record of biological work on Arctic 
expeditions, beginning in 1930, which has 
won him the Order of the Red Banner of 
Labor and the Order of the Red Star. He 
was on the ice-breaker Chelyuskin’s famous 
pioneering voyage along the Northern Sea 
Route when the vessel was crushed by the 
ice in 1934 and the members of the expedi- 
tion had to be rescued by airplanes. For 
a year or so before joining the present ex- 
pedition he had been working in the All- 
Union Arctic Institute at Leningrad. 

Fyodorov, astronomer and magnetologist, 
is the youngest member of the wintering 
party, having been born in 1910. His father 
was 2 military official. He went on his first 
Arctic expedition to Franz Josef Land in 
1932, just after completing the physico- 
mathematical course at the Leningrad Insti- 
tute. After spending the winter of 1934-35 
at an Arctic station he resumed study at 
Leningrad University. 

Krenkel, radio operator, is another veteran 
of the Chelyuskin expedition. He is also a 
veteran of the Arctic and of radio, having 
spent 12 of his 34 years in the Far North 
and been a worker in radio since he was 15. 
He has served in the Red Army and been 
awarded, for his Arctic work, the Order of 
the Red Banner of Labor and the Order of 
the Red Star. Krenkel was aboard the Graf 
Zeppelin when it flew to Franz Josef Land 
in 1931. 

Dog Supposed to Give 

Warning of Polar Bears. 

Sharing the lonely vigil of the four men 
is a dog, named Vesyoly (meaning Happy). 
Trained to serve as the official alarm 
of the station—it is supposed to give warn- 
ing if polar bears approach. 

The Papanin party has in its camp every-

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MOSCOW, June. 
HROUGH E. Vilensky, special correspond- 
Tex of Izvestia, Chief Navigator Spirin 
has given a graphic account of the aerial 
journey from the Soviet capital to Rudolf 
Island in the Arctic, as follows. 

“It was a dull spring day, March 22. Ma- 
jestic air liners floated over the birthplace 
of the great eighteenth century Russian sci- 
entist, Michael Lomonosov, son of a fisher- 
man of Holmogorsk, who dreamed of ‘Rus- 
The first 
Soviet expedition to the Pole had been in 
flight for five hours (from Moscow) and was 
preparing to make a landing at Holmogorsk, 
after covering 1000 kilometers (620 miles). 

“At the end of March the weather was such 
that the heavy, four-engined airplanes of Vo- 
dopyanov, Molokov, Mazuruk and Alexeyev 
were unable to start from Moscow on snow 
skids. 

‘‘*We will attach the skids at Archangel,’ 
said Dr. Otto Schmidt, the head of the ex- 
pedition. 

‘‘Because there had been a slight frost, Gol- 
ovin’s lighter, twin-motor airplane, which per- 
formed the role of the scout in the expedition, 
ran along on its snow skids and started out 
over Moscow. 

“Fly ahead and let us know what the 
weather is like,’ was Schmidt’s order. 

*“‘Soon the other planes followed, and in the 
first few hours of flight, the 42 members of 
this daring expedition experienced the fickle- 
ness of Arctic weather. 


Flying to Rudolf Island Base 
With the Expedition’s Four Planes 


***We are getting shaken up a lot,’ reported 
Shevelev from the captain’s airplane, the N- 
170. 

“The gusty wind and the shaking, however, 
did not interfere with the regular formation 
of the squadron. At equal distances behind 
the flagship came the N-171 by Molokov, the 
N-169 piloted by Mazuruk, and the N-172 by 
Alexeyev. As far as Vologda, the flotilla flew 
for a long time at a height of 150 meters 
(487 feet) through a heavy snowstorm. The 
planes flew on and on, not deviating from 
the course set by the chief navigator. Beyond 
Piandoma, talking to each other by radio, we 
flew in clouds and with a strong side wind. 


‘“‘At 5 p. m. we saw the ice of the Northern 
Dvina. Archangel was on the left hand side 
in a foggy smudge, but the planes steered for 
Holmogorsk. Homenko, commander of the 
reception point in the Archangel center of 
the Northern Sea Route Administration, 
breathed freely when he got a Morse signal: 
dash dot dot-dot-dot dash dot dot-dash dash. 


“DE VM (‘Vodopyanov’s airplane calling.’). 


“The Archangel center maintained con- 
tacts with the planes until they landed in 
Holmogorsk. 

“Throughout the journey the flotilla was 
intently watched from the ground. The call 
signals of the leading plane were caught by 
the radio centers of the Northern Sea Route 
Administration in Archangel and Moscow, by

China’s Red Army 
Led by Strategists 
Of Fanatic Zeal 


All Parts of Country Repre- 
sented and Chiefs Live 
Simply Among Their Men; 
How One Would Meet

SHANGHAI. 

HE Chinese Red Army, against which the 
T centrai government forces have been wag- 

ing an intermittent and unsuccessful came 
paign for the last 10 years, is one of the most 
formidable military establishments in China. 
Its leaders are the equals of any military 
strategists in the command of the Central 
forces. Its soldiers, imbued with a fanatic zeal 
for fighting in the Communist cause, have 
rarely come out second best when they were 
pitted against the soldiery of Nanking in 
equal numbers. 

During 10 days in Yenan, the Soviet cap- 
ital, the correspondent interviewed the so- 
called big five of the Soviet military com- 
mand—Mao Tse-tung, chairman of the Soviet 
government; Chu Teh, chairman of the Revo- 
lutionary Military Council and concurrently 
commander-in-chief of the Red armies; Peng 
Teh-hwai, commander-in-chief at the front; 
Ho Lung, commander of the 2d Front Army, 
and Lin Piao, president of the Chinese Peo- 
ple’s Anti-Japanese Political and Military 
Academy, and former commander of the First 
Red Army Corps. 

These military leaders, all but one of whom 
—Peng Teh-hwai—have been commanders in 
the Red Army for at least 10 years, have 
widely different backgrounds and personalie- 
ties, but all share one outstanding charactere- 
istic—fanatic, unselfish devotion to the Come 
munist cause. 


‘Chinese Stalin’ Shy Man. 

Mao Tse-tung, the Chinese Stalin of gentle, 
almost shy, demeanor, who directs the politi- 
cal destinies of the Soviet regime, can pen 
classical Chinese essays bluntly phrased po- 
litical manifestoes, sonnets or plans for mili- 
tary maneuvers with apparent equal facility. 

Mao was born in 1893 in Hunan Province 
of a well-to-do peasant family. His father, 
who had once been in the army, was a strict 
disciplinarian, and young Mao started to work 
on the farm at six. From eight to 13 he 
studied the Chinese classics and Confucian 
Analects between farm chores. At 16 he 
walked 40 miles to enroll in a provincial mid- 
dle school at Changsha, capital of Hunan. 
There he first learned of Sun Yat-sen and his 
secret revolutionary society known as the 
Tung Men Hui. 

Imbued with revolutionary zeal, Mao cut 
off his queque as a protest against Manchu 
rule, and enlisted in the regular army. Be- 
fore he had had any experience in battle, Dr. 
Sun and Yuan Shih-kai made peace, and Mao 
returned to his studies. 

During this period there was a mushroom 
growth of so-called modern schools in China, 
Mao matriculated in a higher commercial 
school, only to leave it after one month when 
he discovered that most of the courses were 
taught in English, of which he had no knowl- 
edge. He next studied for six months in a 
provincial middle school. Afterward he set 
himself a daily schedule of reading in the 
Hunan Provincial Library at Changsha. He 
eventually entered a normal school, where he 
remained five years. 


Became School Teacher. 

In 1917, one year before his graduation, 
Mao organized among his student associates 
the “New People’s Society,’’ which numbered 
among its 80 members many who later be- 
came prominent Chinese Communists. After 
graduation he went to Peking, where he 
earned a pittance as an assistant librarian in 
the university. His next employment was as 
a school teacher in Changsha, where in 1920 
he began to be influenced by Marxian theory 
and the Russian revolution. In the same 
year he married Yank Kai-hui, a fellow revo- 
lutionary. When he was 17 his ptrents had 
married him to a woman of 20, but he had 
refused to live with his unsought bride, and 
the marriage had been annulled. 

Mao organized the first Communist party 
organ in Changsha in October, 1920, and by 
spring he had promoted establishment of 
more than 20 trade unions in the city. He 
attended the foundation meeting of the Chi- 
nese Communist party at Shanghai in 1931. 

At the third Communist party congress at 
Canton in 1923 the momentous decision was 
made to co-operate with the Kuomintang in 
a united front against the Northern militar- 
ists. During the next year Mao assisted in 
the task of synchronizing the work of the 
Communist party with that of the Kuomin- 
tang, and subsequently edited a political 
weekly published in Shanghai by the latter, 
He became president of the first All Peasants’® 


Union the next year.

Mean- 
time, the rulers spent vast sums in pub- 
lic display, laying the foundation for the 
final collapse of this ancient civilization. 

It may be accepted as a truism that 
: wealth and prosperity are not created by 
| an expenditure of public funds. Knowl- 
edge of this, however, is not likely to 
change the drift of modern civilization. 
Though man, ordinarily, is able to direct 
-his private affairs so as to live a healthy 
and ethical life, he is woefully lacking 
in attainments essential to bring about 
this condition in the state. 

We cannot believe that the rulers of 
the ancient Roman Empire really desired 
its fall. While many of them doubtless 
were men without honor, as a whole they 
very likely carried on the affairs of State 
as best they could, just as we may expect 

most of our great leaders are doing today. 
‘ Actually, they were up against vast hu- 
: man forces. Like us, they had but little 

f knowledge of these forces, or, at best, 
a perverted knowledge. Apparently, our 

: leaders today fail to realize the certain 

\ and injurious effect of prolonged and ex- 

; cessive taxation. Ultimately, taxes must 

be paid from the wealth derived from our 

natural resources. The great mass of 
: if common people mostly are engaged in 
the production of this wealth. This vast 
drain upon their resources naturally pro- 
duces a condition of discouragement, a 
loss of spirit and initiative, a feeling of 
insecurity, ending eventually in a com- 
plete demoralization of those who, basic- 
ally, are the backbone of the nation.

NAZI-ISM VS. RELIGION. 


Recent straws in the wind indicate that the Nazis’ 
ruthless war on religion is about to reach a climax 
on all its various fronts. The Rev. Martin Nie- 
moeller, foremost Protestant opponent of Nazi church 
policy, has at length been arrested, along with sev- 
eral hundred other pastors. On the Catholic front, 
the Nazis have closed 966 parochial schools in Ba- 
varia and ended control of these institutions by the 
church after more than 12 centuries. The spectacu- 
lar immorality trials, organized by the Propaganda 
Ministry to discredit the church, are to be resumed 
soon on a larger scale than before. Dissolution of 
the concordat with the Vatican is momentarily ex- 
pected. 

Nazi-ism is meeting far more opposition in its 
efforts to dominate the churches than in any other 
field it has attacked. Its swift strokes have won 
control of countless institutions and activities, with 
little or no opposition, but the attempt to dictate 
worship and spiritual beliefs has roused leaders of 
all denominations to heroic resistance. It cannot 
be said that the religious war will unseat the Nazi 
regime, but its continuance will create bitterness 
and resistance that must react against its stability, 
and that will make meaningless Hitler’s boast of 
ruling a united nation. 

The great majority of church members accept 
Nazi-ism on virtually every other point. They are 
loyal Germans who would follow Hitler faithfully 
on his nationalistic policies. Then why do the Nazis 
deliberately alienate the churches’ support? There 
are two reasons: the “boss complex” that is an in- 
separable part of the German dictatorship, and the 
desire to give the nation a new religion, National 
Socialism, in place of the ancient faiths. It is no 
mere figure of speech that the goal is to supplant 
the cross with the swastika. The deification of Hitler 
is a part of this process. As an example of how far 
it has proceeded, consider the following extract from 
a decision on one phase of the anti-Catholic drive 
by the Brunswick Court of Appeals: 


The Fuehrer is an envoy whom God has 
charged with a great mission for his people and 
for the world. It is therefore the duty of the 
church not to oppose but to obey the will of God 
of which the Fuehrer is the expression. 


Particularly bitter is the warfare being waged on 
the Catholic church. Catholic schools and youth 
organizations are recognized by the concordat signed 
in 1933, but the youth groups have now been out- 
lawed, and schools are being seized, so that all chil- 
dren may be trained exclusively in Nazi-ism. From 
this, it is obviously only a step to seizure of church 
property. } 

The charges of vicious immorality in church in- 
stitutions have been widely publicized. However, 
the great majority of alleged offenders are not 
priests or teachers, but lay brothers, unemployed 
derelicts taken in by the monasteries during the de- 
pression, who took no vows and do menial labor 
around church institutions. For the offenses of a 
few of these, the entire church is being held up as a 
monster of immorality in Germany. 

No longer ago than last December, Hitler ordered 
an end to the attacks upon the Protestant dissenting 
groups, and promised elections in which members 
were to have free choice of leadership. It is ob- 
vious now, however, that the promise will not be 
kept, that whatever elections are held will be con- 
ducted under pressure. Prison, concentration camps 
and even death have been the fate of opponents, 
but this has not deterred the leaders of the faith, 
and no signs of surrender are visible. 

The Nazi Government has one powerful hold on 
its church opposition, its control of the purse-strings, 
use of which was hinted a few days ago by threat to 
withhold funds from dissident groups. When the 
German Republic was established in 1918, it was pro- 
posed to separate church and state, as in most other 
progressive democracies, but the churches feared loss 
of Government revenues, and the change was not 
made. The churches thus place themselves in the 
hands of whatever regime is in power, an experience 
that has often been repeated in the world’s history, 
and the battle for religious freedom thus is mate- 
rially handicapped before it begins. 

Official indorsement of the Neo-Pagan cult, with 
the old Teutonic deities and the most intense nation- 
alism as its deities, shows unmistakably the Gov- 
ernment’s intention to supplant the people’s ancient 
faith with a heathen cult. The conflict in Germany 
thus differs from the strife between creeds in the 
Middle Ages. What is being waged there is a war 
between paganism and faith, between regimentation 
and religious freedom, between Caesar and God. 
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THANKS, DOROTHY. 
The Polish menace has been turned back. The 
world, as far as tennis is concerned, has been made 
safe for the English-speaking race. When we name 
the champion in the Wimbledon women’s singles, 
we shall say simply “Dorothy Round,” and not have 
to stumble over “Jadwiga Jedrzejowska.”

IT’S STILL BARGAIN DAY AT CITY HALL. 
Until June 30, citizens who owed back taxes were 
permitted to pay them without penalty, due to a 
special act of the Legislature. A rush similar to 
that which occurs on New Year’s Eve took place 
at the Collector’s office, Room 110, City Hall. Mil- 
lions of dollars in delinquent taxes were paid, and 
huge sums in penalties were avoided. 
The rush has now subsided perhaps because citi- 
zens are not aware that it’s still bargain day. Until 
Aug. 31, back taxes may be paid with 75 per cent of 
penalties remitted. As an illustration, if a man 
owes $100 taxes for the year 1934, penalties have in- 
creased that $100 to $126. If the taxes are paid 
now, 75 per cent of the penalties, or $19.50, will be 
canceled. If $100 is owed for 1936, the penalties 
have increased the total bill to $106. Settle the bill 
now and it is necessary to pay only $101.50. 
It is obviously good business to do this. Many 
persons without ready cash are finding it profitable 
to borrow money at reasonable rates, thus making a 
net saving, since tax penalties run at the high rate 
of 10 per cent a year. A person who has ready cash 
is throwing away his money unless he takes ad- 
Vantage of the special law—an advantage that may 
never come again. 
Taxes must be paid. If not now, eventually. It 
is impossible to sell property unless it is free of 


taxes. No title is sound with tax liens against it.

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ZEAL FOR THE LITTLE FELLOWS. 
It is really amusing to find an old veteran of 
the political wars like Tom Pendergast affecting 
such an air of childish innocence as he did about 
that grand jury report. The report succinctly set 
out how the Pendergast organization has supplied 
attorneys, surety bonds and court costs to the elec- 
tion thieves who have been convicted in Federal 
Court at Kansas City. It names James M. Pender- 
gast, the boss’ nephew and heir apparent to the 
throne, as having been the leading figure in this 
activity, inspired, as Jim put it, by his sympathy 
for the defendants in their distress. 
A really Christian-like sentiment! Neither Tom 
nor Jim can see anything wrong about coming to 
the aid of these people. Admitting the truth of the 
report, Tom asks plaintively, “If there is anything 
wrong about it, why don’t they say so?” And Jim 
echoes him with, “I can’t see that there is anything 
wrong in furnishing bonds and counsel for the de- 
fendants. The grand jury doesn’t say that any 
wrong has been done.” 
Quite right. The grand jury does not say so. It is 
entirely ethical for any citizen to supply a defendant 
with attorneys, with bail bonds, with expenses of 
litigation. But the grand jury is not through. It is 
just beginning. Its report confines itself to certain 
facts, like the raising of a $75,000 cash fund by the 
Pendergast organization, the inducement of high- 
priced attorneys to act without being compensated 
directly by the defendants and the payment of large 
fees on surety bonds. 
Of themselves, these things are beyond cavil. As 
a link in the chain connecting grand headquarters 
of the Pendergast organization with the wholesale 
vote frauds, they would have the highest significance. 
The grand jury is attempting to forge this chain. 
It is expected to show, when completed, that the 
little fellows who actually stole the votes did so 
at the order of the higher-ups; that the peculiarly 
similar vote frauds, occurring simultaneously in num- 
erous precincts, are evidence of a gigantic con- 
spiracy. The grand jury, moreover, is expected to 
discover the names of the conspirators and to in- 
dict them of charges punishable by penitentiary 
terms. 
Penitentiary is a horrid word. It makes men 
shudder. Especially men who are eligible for 
matriculation. Those little fellows who have been 
convicted in Kansas City do not want to go to the 
penitentiary, any more than the big boys do. Per- 
haps if they told what they know, some of them 
would not have to go. Is the Pendergast organiza- 
tion, in its zeal for the little fellows, afraid they 
might tell what they know? 
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BOSTON BANS A CLASSIC. 
Boston, the self-styled center of American culture, 
has made itself ridiculous so many times by placing 
bans on books and plays that the country hardly 
notices the current proscription nowadays. As it 
happens, however, the prohibition latest in force is 
one of the worst in the long history of Boston bans. 
“The Merchant of Venice” by any test is one of the 
world’s literary classics, and to take it out of the 
Boston schools is to do an injustice to Shakespeare, 
public school pupils and intelligent opinion in Bos- 
ton. Americans generally will agree with the com- 
plaining Jewish organizations in Boston that “Shy- 
lock does not typify the’ Jewish race.” They would 
also agree with Scottish people that Lady Macbeth 
does not typify the people of Scotland, with the Danes 
that King Claudius does not typify the people of Den- 
mark, with English people that King John does not 
typify them. Obviously, the qualities of a fictional 
character are not necessarily those of the people 
to which the character happens to belong. To believe 
so is to exhibit racial pride in an exaggerated form. 
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A FORWARD STEP IN INSURANCE LAW. 

If the Horner administration and the 1937 IIli- 
nois Legislature were to be remembered for nothing 
else, they would be entitled to Illinois’ gratitude for 
enactment of the State’s new model insurance code. 
When Mr. Horner was inaugurated in January, 
1933, Illinois had a hodge-podge of insurance laws 
passed over a period stretching back almost to the 
beginning of its statehood in 1818. From time to 
time a new law had been placed on the statute books 
or an old one had been amended. The result of this 
piecemeal growth of the insurance code was a set 
of laws containing many provisions which had grown 
obsolete or were ambiguous or virtually unworkable. 
The protection which policy-holderg were entitled to 
was not provided by law, as many a resident of 
Illinois found out -to his sorrow when the depres- 
sion caught up with those companies which were bad- 
ly managed. 

Correction of this situation was not to be had in 
a day ora year. Gov. Horner began wisely by taking 
the administration of the old laws from the Com- 
merce Commission, with its utility problems, and 
placing the administration under a responsible De- 
partment of Insurance, headed by a competent di- 
rector, Ernest Palmer. Mr. Palmer soon found that 
strict enforcement of the hodge-podge was impossible, 
that a new code was a necessity. Working with legisla- 
tors and officials of legitimate companies, he studied 
the State’s insurance needs for three years and then 
prepared a modernized, compact code of clear, con- 
cise statutes, designed to protect both policy-holders 
and the standard companies from the sharp practices 
of the fly-by-night or unsound businesses. 

It is this code, first submitted two years ago, which 
is now Illinois’ insurance law. Our neighbor to the 
east has done, in short, with its hodge-podge of in- 
surance legislation what Missouri so sorely needs 
to do with its criminal law—namely, overhaul it from 
top to bottom in the interests of the people whom it 
ostensibly is designed to protect. State Representa- 
tive George A. Fitzgerald, chairman of the Illinois 
House Insurance Committee and of the Insurance 
Code Commission appointed in the Fifty-eighth As- 
sembly, deserves special notice as legislative sponsor 
and defender of the code bill, who, in the end, ob- 
tained almost unanimous approval for it.

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EUROPE’S FOURTH OF JULY. 
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Collapse of the Steel Strike 


Return of many workers to Eastern mills indicates breakdown of strike that started 
with everything in its favor, paper in district says; attributes defeat to use of vio- 
lent tactics by C I O, which alienated popular support; urges labor leaders to study 
public reaction to recent events, and thus save movement from great injury.

EN have been pouring back into the 
steel mills at Youngstown, Johnstown 
and other points in such numbers that 
the strikes called there are obviously in dan- 
ger of crumbling. 

The factors producing this situation are of 
vital interest to everybody—to organized la- 
bor in particular—for they have brought an 
apparent collapse of a strike which started 
with everything in its favor. 

There was little doubt of the initial advan- 
tage of the strikers. In the first place, more 
than 100 steel companies, headed by the gi- 
gantic United States Steel Corporation, had 
signed labor contracts such as were sought 
in the struck mills. In the second place, 
the opposing operators, headed by belliger- 
ent Tom Girdler of Republic Steel, said that 
they were willing to bargain collectively but 
not to sign any agreement growing out of 
such bargaining. Federal and State offi- 
cials showed obvious sympathy for the 
strikers in numerous instances. And, above 
all, there was what looked like an irresistible 
national swing toward unionization. 

How, then, in spite of those advantages, 
was such a sharp change produced as to 
result in a rush back to work? The answer 
to that question is vital—particularly to or- 
ganized labor.

Public opinion, we believe, is settling the 
strike—and public opinion seems to have 
been chiefly swayed by the charge that 
C I O unions would not respect their con- 
tracts. So long as Tom Girdler—who has 
been talking incessantly at the top of his 
voice ever since the strike began—merely 
tried to emphasize a strained interpretation 
of the Wagner Act he made little progress. 
But when he hit on the charge that signed 
contracts were without value, he drew an 
immediate sympathetic response. For at 
that very moment a number of C I O 
unions were actively supporting his words 
by violating signed agreements. 

Failure of C I O leaders to control their 
men and to enforce agreements that had 
been signed in other industries—particularly 
automobiles—produced a vital effect on the 


steel strikes. The constant sit-downs in Gen- 
eral Motors, the labor holidays at Lansing 
and Warren, the power strike at Flint and 
numerous lesser examples of broken agree- 
ments suddenly brought a surge of public 
opinion in support of Mr. Girdler’s charge. 

A second vital factor in changing senti- 
ment has been violent picketing, particularly 
by bands of men who crossed state lines or 
were not actually involved in the strike they 
supported. The outstanding example of this 
was at Johnstown, where a threatened inva- 
sion of the town of 40,000 coal miness caused 
Gov. Earle to declare martial law and close 
down a plant in which a majority of the 
employes were still working. When the 
plant had thus been closed, on the threat of 
mob law, John L. Lewis then called off the 
march of miners. Throughout the nation, 
there was an adverse reaction. 

Two important policies are thus develop- 
ing out of the events of recent weeks—poli- 
cies not yet written into law, but apparently 
supported by majority public opinion, 

a * » 

First of these is that a labor agreement 
must be observed by both sides—union as 
well as employer. 

Second of these is that practices con- 
demned as unfair and unlawful for the em- 
ployer must also be considered unfair and 
unlawful when used by the union. If inter- 
state transportation of strike-breakers is 
Wrong,,. for example, then interstate move- 
ments of strike pickets is ‘equally wrong. 
If it is wrong to use martial law to open a 
closed plant, then it is equally wrong to use 
it to close an open plant. If coercion of 
workers by the employer is unfair, then co- 
ercion of workers by pickets is equally un- 
fair. Violence by one side is just as bad as 
violence by the other. 

Thoughtful labor leaders should study the 
events of recent weeks and give heed to this 
development of public sentiment. If they do 
not, the cause of organized labor will suffer 
great injury. Federal and state officials and 
legislators should give heed. 

The American people seem to be speaking, 
and it is well to listen to them. 


Parole Administrati 
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on: A Job for Experts

ISSOURI now has a new parole law that 
was advocated as a means of saving the 
State $500,000 a year. On the strength of 
that argument, it passed the Legislature with 


‘very little discussion. 


Tie value of the new law, however, will 
not be determined by reduced costs in car- 
ing for prisoners, If that theory were to 
prevail, the State might, superficially, save 
a great deal more money by closing all penal 
institutions. This would transfer still greater 
costs to communities in form of crime. 

The success of the law will be gauged by 
its contribution to reform. It contemplates 
reform through careful selection of pris- 
oners to be paroled and their continued su- 
pervision by a staff of field representatives. 
The new Parole Board is to be free from 


the penal administration. It will be respons!- 
ble both for the type of prisoners that are 
released and their later supervision. 

Here we have advanced reform possibili- 
ties or a serious crime danger, depending en- 
tirely on the care and intelligence of ad- 
ministration. In theory, the parole system 
under supervision is in line with accepted, 
modern penal methods. But it leaves no 
room for chance-taking. This is work for 
experts. 

The new law may largely end the old pa- 
role abuses in Missouri or it may increase 
them. It all depends on the quality of ad- 
ministration given by the Parole Board and 
its freedom from interference. This is one 
program that either works well or fails mis- 
erably.

Everything, however, is in the light- 
est practicable form. The instru- 
ments, for example, are smaller and 
lighter than those usually used, and 
practically all the food is of concen- 
trated type- 

For living quarters the party has 
qa tent with a floor space of 11 by 
7% feet and a height of 6 feet, 
which was specially designed for its 

resent use. Papanin describes it: 
sine body of the tent is made of 
duraluminum, while the outer en- 
yelone is made of a special material 
consisting of four layers. The first 
or inner one is of waterproof rub- 
per, while the next two are of silk, 
quilted with eiderdown. The top 
ayer is of strong canvas, painted 
black so that the tent may be best 
heated by the rays of the sun. 

“Two windows with unbreakable 
glass have been built into the walls 
of the tent. The floor, 15 centi- 
meters (about six inches) thick, 
consists of square rubber plates, or 
rather pneumatic rubber cushions. 
On warm days when water may 
leak through into our tent the floor 
will take the place of a safe raft. 
A large number of pockets, serving 
as shelves, are sewn on the inside 
of the walls of our house. 

14 Degrees Above Zero Reckoned 
Warm in House. 

“For protection against the wind 
a buffer has been arranged in front 
of our tent. The ‘house’ is light in 
weight and warm.” 


Papanin then discloses what he/ 


means by “warm”: He expects to 
use enough fuel to keep the tem- 
perature indoors from falling below 
14 degrees above zero. 

The structure is collapsible, but 
it is light enough—weighing only 
350 pounds—for the men to move it 
from one place to another at need 
without dismantling it. 

One corner of the interior is the 
kitchen. It contains a _ kerosene 
range and kitchen ware of alumi- 
num and composition material; the 
utensils are so sized as to fit to- 
gether compactly, nest-fashion. 

The clothing, designed to afford 
protection against polar cold, be- 
gins, from the skin outward, with 
silk. These hardy and intrepid ex- 
plorers wear silk underwear. Over 
that is clothing of merino wool and 
then come outer garments of deer- 
akin. They have boots of leather, 
felt and deerskin and rubber ga- 
loshes—all large because feet freeze 
less readily in roomy footwear— 
and sleeping bags made of wolf 
skins and eiderdown. 

Food Supply in Cubes and in Form 
of Powder. 

The food supply was transported 
in sealed metal boxes. Each box 
contains enough food to feed four 
persons for seven days, and there 
were more than 70 of the boxes 
when the station was established. 
Much of the food is in the form of 
powder and pressed cubes from 
which filling meals can be evolved. 

Says Papanin: “We shall have a 
varied diet, and shall be able to 
prepare all kinds of soups, jellies, 
bread, fried cutlets, milk, fruits and 
vegetables. How nutritive these 
concentrated foodstuffs are may be 
judged from the fact that 5000 
chickens were used to prepare 300 
kilograms (about 660 pounds) of 


chicken powder.” 


The Moscow News adds: 

“Food supplies presented a prob- 
lem: they had to be nutritive, suf- 
ficient for a year and the entire 
amount had to be carried by only 
three airplanes in a single flight. 
The usual kind of supplies for win- 
tering parties — flour, sausages, 
smoked pork and so on— would 
have required an entire squadron. 

“The Moscow Engineering Insti- 
tute of the Food Industry worked 
out the recipes. The foods are 
light in weight, consume little 
Space and are nutritive. Most of 
them are cubes, weighing from 50 
to 60 grams, which can be made 
into tasty, nutritive soups, such as 
Ukrainian borshch or shchi (beet 
or cabbage soups), gruel, stewed 
fruit, chopped meat and other 
dishes. A full meal of several 
courses can be prepared from these 
concentrated foods in from three 
The foods retain 
their palatable and nutritive quali- 
ties for a long time and are not 
affected by the cold. 

Special Arctic Biscuit and Salty

“Among the novelties are a spe- 
cial Arctic biscuit containing 35 
per cent chicken meat and beef. 
Another is a special, slightly salty 
chocolate—ordinary chocolate has 
been found too sweet for the Arctic.

| Soviet Expedition’s Air Scout Tells 


Of Initial Flight Over North Pole 
Region From Base at Rudolf Island 


Gasoline Low, Crew Prepares for Sea 
Landing—Then Isle Appears. 


By P. Golovin. 


RUDOLF ISLAND, May 30.—The 
arrival of the expedition at Rudolf 
Island began the most responsible 
part of my work as its scout. When 
favorable weather set in over the 
Rudolf Island district the night 
of May 4, the expedition command- 
er decided to dispatch our plane for 
a long scouting trip to the North. 

After a careful inspection of the 
entire plane, the motors, and the 


radio apparatus, we took off with! 
sufficient fuel for a 12-hour flight. 


The wings of the plane were packed 


| with a 45-day supply of provisions. 


We took off the morning of May 
5. Having passed the winter sta- 
tion I headed straight north. From 
the very first moments of the 
flight I felt convinced of the use- 


lessness of the normal magnetic 
compass. Scarcely had we risen | 
gion and, turning the plane, headed 


from the ground when the hand 
of the compass inclined 10 degrees 
from the actual course, then un-

There were no'§ 


signs of land whatever. 
The flight passed smoothly, the 


speed ranging between 160 and 180 


kilometers an hour. 
“It Was Warm; Only 10 Below.” 
The clouds ended. We flew past 
the 83d, 84th and 85th parallels. We 
were now passing over’ regions 
where Soviet planes had never 
flown before and yet we felt as 
though we were merely fulfilling 
a normal ice-scouting trip some- 
where at the mouth of the Yenisei. 
There was scarcely any wind. It 


was warm; only 10 to 12 degrees | 


below zero. 

At 88 degrees the left motor sud- 
denly stopped. Instinctively select- 
ing a place to land, I was about to 
descend when the motor. again 
started to work normally. The 
temporary stoppage had been due 
to a clogging of gasoline in the 
tanks while refilling. 

At the 88th parallel I encountered 
a wall of clouds. I decided to find 


| out how far it extended and what 
its nature was. By this time we 


had flown at an altitude of about 
2000 meters, passing “over the 


At 84 degrees 


clouds. At first there were slight 
apertures of light in the clouds but, 
as we proceeded, they grew denser 
until. we were flying over a veri- 
table sea of black clouds. Thus we 
reached and passed the 89th de- 
gree. I asked whether we had any 
gasoline left and was told that we - 
still had enough for seven hours. 
It was time to return. 


Clouds Hide Landing Base. 


I glanced downward. There they 
were, the approaches to the Pole 
of which mankind had dreamed for 
so many years! Beneath us 
stretched an undulating shroud of 
white clouds, smooth and without a 
single chink. The sun shone. The 
thermometer showed 9 degrees, the 
altimeter 1800 meters. Everything 
was so ordinary, so simple! 

I sent a radiogram to Schmidt 
about having reached the polar re- 


full-speed for home. 

We followed the sun’s course 
and later the signals from the Ru- 
dolf beacon, which acted splendid- 
ly. 

Thus, we journeyed on, leaving 
degree after degree behind. But 
suddenly we were agitated by the 
thought of whether we still ha/\ 
enough gasoline. Mechanic Keky 
shev glanced more and more trie 
quently at the literometer. From 
Rudolf Island the news came that 
the airdrome and the islands were 
closed by clouds. Below were large 
open spaces of clear water. Keku- 
shev dragged the clipper-boat clos- 
er to the trap door in case of a 
forced landing on the water. Tere 
entiev procurec two caggs of prod- 
ucts. 

At about 100 kilometers from 
Rudolf Island we observed the 
clouds predicted ahead. Flying 
closer we suddenly emerged from 
the zone of the beacon. We changed 
our course in an effort to find the 
beacon again but failed to detect 
it. We asked for our bearings and 
were given them. Then we changed 
our course 10 degrees. 


Suddenly Ice Cliffs Appear. 

Of course, you can’t find an 
island through clouds. “We descend- 
ed, passing under the clouds at a 
height of 100 meters over the 
water. According to our calcula- 
tions we had extremely little gaso- 
line left. 

Suddenly ice cliffs ‘appeared 
ahead of us. We glanced at the 
map—Karl Alexander Island, which 
meant that Rudolph Island was to 
the left. At full speed I turned the 
plane and headed eastward over 
the water. Within a few minutes I 
discerned the familiar contours of 
the island. 

At last we had terra firma under 
us. I see the houses of the winter 
station, the fires, people. I make 


a landing at once. Now the plane 


is running along the snow, its 


speed diminishing. The machine 
comes to a standstill at the crest 
of a steep incline leading to the 
sea. The flight is over. 


And only then did I experience 
fatigue. But all this was sub- 


merged in a feeling of deep joy 
and pride at the knowledge of hav- 
ing fulfilled my duty to my father- 
land.

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China's Red Army Led by

en route from Kiangsi to Szechuen 
Province on the “long march,” a 
Chinese news agency reported the 
death of Mao, saying Nanking 
plane pilots had observed his body 
being carried on a stretcher by Red 
soldiers. Mao admitted to the cor- 
respondent that there had been at 
least some foundation for the story, 
inasmuch as he had been carried on 
a stretcher by Red comrades during 
one period of illness when the army 
was on the march to Szechuen. 

Mao and his wife live in separate 
establishments, but not because of 
estrangement. 
Red Academy, she lives in the 
woinen’s living quarters in the uni- 
versity compound. Mao, who works 
more than half of every night, lives 
in a cave in the loess cliffs on the 
outskirts of the city. 

Mao’s cave is a one-room cham- 
ber with an earthen platform about 
four feet high as a bed. The wall 
is decorated with photographs of 
Lenin and Stalin and a collection of 
military maps of China. 

Simple Living for Chief. 

Chu Teh, chairman of the Revo- 
lutionary Military Council of the 
Red armies, has been a close co- 
worker with Mao ever since their 
military and political partnership 
formed at Chinkanshun in 1928. 
Unlike Mao, Chu was trained for 
the army profession from the age 
of 20, and at one period was so 
successful as a militarist that he 
was able to support a large domes- 
tic establishment. He wears a 
faded service-worn blue uniform, 
and lives in Spartan simplicity, al- 
though he bears the highest mili- 
tary title of the Red army. 

Born of peasant stock in Sze- 
chuen Province, Chu was sent to 
a military school in Yunnah Prov- 
ince at 20. He became associated 
with Dr. Sun Yat-sen as a member 
of the Tung Men Hui, and joined 
the Revolutionary provincial forces 
of Yunnan in 1911 as a_ platoon 
commander. He served 11 years in 
the Yunnan forces successively as 
battalion and brigade commander. 
In 1922 he joined the Chinese Com- 
munist party and went to Germany 
to study. The story that he is the 
product of a German military aca- 
demy is false, for he assured the 
correspondent that in Europe he 
had specialized in scientific sub- 
jects and had devoted little time to 
military instruction. 

Chu was arrested twice in Ber- 
lin for organizing the national sal- 
vation movement among the Chi- 
nese in that city. He returned to 
China in 1926 in time to join the 
Northern expedition from Canton. 
Later he was sent to Szechuen as 
commissar of the Twentieth Army, 
with the mission of persuading its 
commander, Yang Shen, to join the 
revolutionary movement. When the 
Kuomintang-Communist rupture 
occurred in 1927 Chu was at the 
head of the Third Army Military 
Academy at Nanchang, capital of 
Kiangsi Province, and concurrently 
chief of the provincial police bu- 
reau. 

In co-operation with Ho Lung, 


Chu participated in the Nanchang | 


uprising of Aug. 1, 1927, and be- 
came vice-commander of the Ninth 
National Revolutionary Army. This 
Communist unit marched into the 
East River district of Kwantung, 
captured various cities, including 
Swatow, but was defeated and 
forced to withdraw to the Kiangsi- 
Hunan border. In May, 1928, Chu’s 
forces joined those of Mao Tse-tung 
at Chinkanshan. Chu was 
commander-in-chief of the Red 
armies in 1931 after the first all- 
Soviet congress in Kiangsi. 

Chu lost his first wife, Wu Yulan, 
by execution. 
revolutionary period of 1925 to 1927. 
A graduate of the middle school at 
Leiyang, Hunan Province, she 
served with the Red forces in 
charge of women’s” department 
work until 1929, when she was cap- 
tured at Changsha. 

If in War With Japan. 

Chu is optimistic about’ the 
chances of success of the Chinese 
armies in event of a war with Ja- 
pan. He enthusiastically outlined 
the military tactics which he 
thought the Chinese should pursue. 

“Japan,” he said, “will practice 
positional warfare with the pur- 
pose of crushing the Chinese 


armies in a few decisive battles. | 
China should avoid decisive engage- | 
ment at all costs in the early stages 
of such a conflict, and should seek | 


to utilize the strength of its masses

“In a long war, Japan will not. 
have sufficient man power and sup- |

Chu said a hypothetical war with 
Japan would be fought in Chinese 
territory, to China’s advantage, en- 
abling it easily to mobilize 
masses, 


“Before our arms have been mod-. 


ernized,’ Chu concluded, “we must 
make use of every dilatory method 


to weaken the enemy. Only when | 


we have adequate military equip- 


ment can be risk positional warfare | 


involving decisive battles.”

Most of 
their weapons were primitive guns 
of native manufacture augmented 
by spears and swords.

In 1920 Ho went to Szechuen as a 
brigade commander. Three years 
later he was back in Hunan com- 
manding a division. He joined the 
Canton expeditionary forces during 
the 1925 revolution, and accompa- 
nied them on their march to Hu- 
nan, later taking part in the siege 
of Wuhan. 

When the Kuomintang and Com- 
munists severed relations in 1927, 
Ho threw in his lot with the latter, 
but was not admitted to party mem- 
bership until after the Nanchang 
uprising of Aug. 1, 1927. 

Ho in 1928 transferred his mili- 
tary activities to Hupeh Province, 
where he organized a peasants’ self- 
defense army and established a 
Soviet district north and south of 
the Yangtse River. That summer 
he turned his army over to the lo- 
cal Communist Party and returned 
to his native Hunan. There 
joined his sister, Ho Ying, who was 
in command of a peasant army of 
6000. He reorganized this force into 
four regiments and began a cam- 
paign against the local provincial 
troops. 
again reorganized by his sister. 

. By 1931 Ho was in command of 
nine divisions in the Jake region of 
Hupeh Province. This force was 
combined with a Soviet army com- 
manded by Shiao Keh, and was sub- 
sequently known as the 2d Front 
Army, with Ho as its commander. 


Truce Has Prevailed. 


There have been no hostilities be- 
tween the Red forces and Govern- 
ment troops since last November, 
when the Reds clashed with Chiang 
Kai-shek’s first division in Kansu. 
After falling back before the Nan- 
king’s army’s advance until they 
were well into their own Soviet dis- 
trict, the Reds suddenly fell on the 
first division in a surprise attack. 
defeated it decisively and captured 
one Government brigade. ‘Since 
_ that engagement a truce has pre- 
_vailed on the Communist front. 

The Red army is decidedly an 
/army of youth. Except for Chu 
|Teh, who is 51 years old, most of 
the high commanders are under 40. 
Peng Teh-hwai, commander-in-chicf 
at the front, is 39. Tsu Chun, his 
chief of staff, is 31. 

The age of the rank and file of

The Red soldier now receives only 
‘two meals a day, which is a con- 
cession to the United Front policy. 
Formerly he was fed three 
daily, but one meal has been delet- 
ed to conform with the mess sched- 
ule of most of the Central Govern- 
ment armies. 

“Our discipline,” said Peng 
Tehhwai, ‘is based on development 
of a high degree of self-conscious- 
ness. The Red soldier, through po- 
litical and _ social education, is 
_taught why he should obey. Our 
disciplinary regulations provide for 
educational but never corporal pun- 
| ishment.” 

Although the Red fighter receives 
no wages, he and his family get 
special treatment in the Soviet so- 
cial and economic setup. When 
land is being allotted, the Red sol- 
dier obtains the choicest acreage. 
If he has no family to work his 
land when he is at the front, it is 
cultivated by others, and he re- 
|ceives the profit. Seeds, tools and 
animals are provided for him by

SON’S DEATH for 18 YEARS 


But When Major-General Cronkhite Died Recently 

He Still Had Failed to Remove the Implication 

That His Soldier Son Might Have 
Committed Suicide.

HEN Major-General Ad- 
elbert Cronkhite, United 
States Army, retired, 
died the other day in a 
St. Petersburg, Florida, 
hospital, he was a bit- 
ter, disappointed old 
warrior, defeated in the 
greatest campaign of 
his career. Death had 
compassionately ended his tragic and pa- 
thetic but nonetheless grimly obstinate fight 
© prove his only son had been murdered. 

For 18 years the main purpose of his life 
had been to clear up the mystery surround- 
ing the killing of his son, Major Alexander 
Bennington Cronkhite, at Camp Lewis, Wash- 
ington. His time, money and military brain 
were devoted almost solely to the quest. It 
became his ruling passion, almost an ob- 
Session. Because of it he sacrificed the last 
few years of an honorable army career. 
Right up to the time he took to his bed with 
a kidney ailment—the week before he died 
—he kept stubbornly at it, never giving up 
hope of finally removing what he thought 
was a cloud over his son's name—the im- 
plication of suicide. 

Major Alexander Cronkhite, a West Point 
Graduate of 1915, was finely equipped to 
Carry on the proud military tradition of his 
family, and with the World War on, his ca- 
feer seemed promising. General Cronkhite 
had himself carried the family tradition with 
honor—seasoned in Indian campaigns and 
the Spanish-American War, he led the 
Eightieth Division to France in 3917 and 
there hurled it into the line three times dur- 
ing the Meuse-Argonne offensive.

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mer W. Seabury, medical officer, responded. 
He found Major Cronkhite lying in the drive- 
way. He was told, “he related, that the 
Major's heart had “given out.” Nothing was 
said about a bullet wound, he said. He 
gave Major Cronkhite an injection of 
strychnine and the captain, who was ex- 
cited and upset “as if he had lost his best 
friend,” detailed two men to try artificial 
respiration. One of them discovered a bul- 
let wound in the Major's chest, a few inches 
below and in front of his right armpit. 

Later the captain and sergeant explained 

that Major Cronkhite had shot himself. The 
captain told Lieutenant-Colonel William J. 
Howard, who investigated, that Major 
Cronkhite had fired one shot at a tobacco 
tin on a gate post at the entrance to the 
farm when the captain appeared. As Cronk- 
hite fired his second shot, the captain ex- 
claimed, ‘You missed it,” and according to 
the story, Cronkhite fired a third time and 
said, “I hit it that time.” 
HEN Major Cronkhite, the captain told 
-the investigator, cocked his revolver, 
and raised it for a fourth shot. It 
slipped and twirled backward around his 
finger, discharging into his body, the captain 
was quoted as saying. The sergeant gave 
the same account, adding that the Major 
cried, “My God, I’m shot,” before he died. 
and both men testified to it before the Mili- 
tary Court. 

The Court's inquiry appears to have been 
a more or less perfunctory one. There is 
no record that the pistols of either the cap- 
tain or sergeant were examined. The high- 
ly important science of ballistics had not 
been developed to a point of usefulness in 
those days, but apparently investigation was 
not as exhaustive on other points as it might 
have been to decisively clear up the 
mystery. 

For instance, the matter of the Major's 
pistol. George Root Jr., a member of the 
Intelligence Section, testifed six years later 
he had lent the revolver that morning to 
Major Cronkhite and it was clean, but when 
he picked it up after the Major's death, ii 
had been fired, although there were no ex- 
ploded cartridges in it. 

Then, there was a difference of opinion 
about powder burns. Major Henry Tucker 

of Philadelphia, a physician, testifed before 
the Military Board that there was a slight 
stain on the sleeve of Cronkhite's blouse 
which might have been a powder burn, and 
it was in line with the muzzle of the weapon, 
confirming to his satisfaction the statement 
that Major Cronkhite had held the revolver 
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in his right hand. However, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Howard found no other powder 
burns when he examined the blouse. The 
blouse was later destroyed, thereby remov- 
ing the chance of deciding the matter by 
chemical examination. 

The Military Court found that the shot 
had been fired from Cronkhite’s own weap- 
on accidentally. But the general rumor 
that buzzed around the camp and in army 
circles everywhere, was that he had com- 
mitted suicide. 

Army people were skeptical about the 
chances of an officer, trained to be thor- 
oughly familiar with his revolver, shooting 
himself accidentally. If there was any pos- 
sible reason for Major Cronkhite to have 
committed suicide, it was not revealed. And 
it ig difficult to understand why, if a man 
intended to shoot himself he would point the 
pistol with his right hand to a point under 
his right armpit, certainly the most awk- 
ward and strained position possible. On 
the other hand, it is the tradition in any 
army to deal as kindly as possible with 
the memory of the dead man in officially 
reporting a self-killing. 

This talk, of course, reached General 
Cronkhite in France. The blow of the 
death of his son had been increased by the 
cloud over the circumstances, and he waited 
impatiently until he could return to. this 
country to clear his son’s memory. Megn- 
while the General's wife, the dead man’s 
mother, went to work. She traveled over 
the country, interviewing and collecting af- 
fidavits from scores of officers and privates, 
wrote hundreds of letters, and tracked down 
every stray remark she heard in connection 
with the case. The General, returning from 
France in July, 1919, took up the investi- 
gation with her. 

They moved into Hotel Astor, New York. 
engaged a private detective, and sent him 
to see the sergeant, who had left the army 
and was living in Rhode Island. 

The detective, posing as a representa- 
tive of an insurance company which had is- 
sued a policy on Major Cronkhite’s life. 
talked to the ex-sergeant several times, and 
finally the latter let slip the remark, “No 
matter how it is, it was an accident, and 
they can’t hang a man for an accident,” 
the detective testifed later. 

When the detective reported this to Gen- 
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eral and Mrs. Cronkhite, the General turned 
the information over to the Department of 
Justice, and Bureau of Investigation agents 
were put on the case. In March, 1921, they 
announced that the ex-sergeant had con- 
fessed he had accidentally shot Major 
Cronkhite. During several days more of in- 
tensive grilling, the prisoner changed his 
story and asserted he had killed Major 
Cronkhite because the captain had told him 
to, the agents announced. 


N THIS remarkable statement, as made 

public, the former sergeant related the 

captain had told him he wanted to kill 
Major Cronkhite to “get him out of the way.” 
The captain promised the sergeant protec- 
tion, instructed him to “hit Cronkhite in a 
good place so he won't have a chance to 
say anything,” the statement went on. 

When he walked down the driveway with 
Major Cronkhite, the sergeant fired a shot 
over his head, then, as the Major turned 
around, shot him in the chest, according to 
the statement. 

“As Cronkhite fell I heard another shot 
from behind and the captain came rushing 
up,” the alleged confession said. “He 
picked up Cronkhite and dragged his body 
so that it lay in a position parallel with 
the road. The captain then drew his pistol, 
shot a hole in a tobacco can and said, ‘Do 
not forget about this being target practice 
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and the Major shot himself accidentally. 
Let me do the talking.’ ” 

Although any clew as to a motive was 
conspicuously absent in the “confession” 
the captain was arrested immediately at the 
Civic Club in New York on a charge of 
murder. After leaving the army he had 
gone to Europe, where he had worked for 
Jewish relief organizations in England, 
France, Turkey, Russia and Siberia. Forty- 
three years old at the time, and a former 
engineer, he was the author of books on 
forestry and port development, and promin- 
ent in New York social work, having served 
in the Department of Correction and on the 
Jewish Welfare Committee. 

Wealthy and prominent friends came to 
his support. Two of the signers of his 
$25,000 bond were Colonel Herbert H. Leh- 
man, then a banker and now Governor of 
New York, and Felix M. Warburg, banker. 
They publicly announced confidence in his 
innocence, and he himself made an em- 
phatic denial. 

Because the accused ex-captain was a 
Jew, reports began to circulate that the case 
against him was “framed” because the army 
organization did not want men of his race 
as officers. A short time after his release, the 
ex-sergeant made a statement to the New 
York World repudiating his confession. He 
charged the Federal agents used third de- 
gree methods on him, extracted the state- 
ments by exhaustive grilling and sugges- 
tions, and by pressure of his family and 
priest. Attorney-General Daugherty made a 
personal investigation of the case and the 
charge against the former. captain was 
dropped in July, 1921. 

But General Cronkhite continued his ac- 
tivity in the case, and it was reopened a 
year and a half later, in October, 1922, 
when the Federal grand jury in Tacoma, 
Washington, indicted both the former ser- 
geant and the former captain on a murder 
charge. 

There followed. a bitter two-year court 
battle in which the captain resisted efforts 
to remove him from New York to Tacoma 
for trial. Recalling the famous Dreyfuss 
case, in which a French army officer who 
was a Jew was convicted of treason and 
sent to Devil's Island, only to have his name 
cleared and to be pardoned later chiefly 
through the work of the novelist Zola, Dis- 
trict Attorney Hayward of New York turned 
the case over to two Jewish assistants to 
prevent any possibility of his office being 
In February, 
1923, removal proceedings were dismissed 
as to the former captain, on the ground the 
Government lacked jurisdiction. 

At the same time, General Cronkhite’s 
retirement was forced by the War Depart- 


ment. He had devoted so much time to his

son's case that he found himself in trouble 
with his superiors, They ordered him 
transferred to Panama. He pleaded for per- 
mission to remain in the United States and 
carry his investigation to completion. Sev- 
eral extensions were granted, but finally a 
showdown came and the War Department 
invited him to retire. He refused, asserting. 
"I have followed the natural duties of a 
father, under conditions so extraordinary as 
to be unbelievable in this day and 
age.” 

Although he was only 62 years old, two 
years under the age of retirement, he was 
retired by order of President Harding under 
a little used section of the statutes. He 
threatened revelations that would “shock 
the conscience of the country,” and for a 
time a Congressional investigation threat- 
ened to grow out of the controversy. 

Meanwhile- the United States Supreme 
Court decided that the question of whether 
the Federal Government or the State of 
Washington had jurisdiction at Camp Lewis 
in 1918, was one for the trial court to de- 
cide and the two indicted men were taken 
to Tacoma for trial. 


HE sergeant’s trial was set first. The 

Government's testimony was contra- 

dictory about powder burns ‘on the 
dead man’s clothing, whether his revolver 
had been discharged, and other important 
points, and the Federal agent who took the 
ex-sergeant’s “confession,” admitted that he 
himself believed the sergeant had accident- 
ally shot Major Cronkhite and the captain 
was not involved. So the jury took only an 
hour and a half to acquit the defendant. As 
the sergeant’s “confession,” which he had 
repudiated, was the only evidence against 
the former captain, there was nothing to do 
but dismiss the charges against him. 

General Cronkhite had been subpenaed 
as a Government witness, but, strangely. 
never answered the summons. Why, was 
never explained. He and his wife had 
moved to Baltimore following his ouster from 
the army. 

There, constantly brooding over the fate 
of their son, they lived as complete recluses 
in a fashionable apartment house for sever- 
al years. Mrs. Cronkhite was never seen, 
and the General appeared only in the early 
morning hours, when he would send large 
numbers of letters and telegrams in continu- 
ation of his futile inquiry. 

Eventually, it was soid, they came to be- 
lieve their son was still alive and would 
return to them at night; and for that reason 
they always slept during the day. and re- 
mained up all night. The lines about the 
General’s mouth became painfully drawn, 
dark circles increased to puffs under his sor- 
rowful eyes, and his grizzled face with its 
military mustache lost much of its look of 
alertness and authority as he stared out of 
the window into the dark, night after night. 

Mrs. Cronkhite died in 1930. A year later 
the General married Miss Gertrude Horn, 
member of a wealthy Pittsburgh department 
store family. But his new marriage did not 
abate his persistence in the investigation of 
his son’s death, The embittered old soldier 
lost the fight, but he never retreated.

HOLLYWOOD, California. 
OTION pictures require 
a lot of things like battle, 
murder and sudden 
death; fires, earthquakes 
and explosions; ship 
wrecks, hurricanes and 
automobile crashes; men 
falling over cliffs, men 
falling through plate 
glass windows and men 
being hit by automobiles. Practically every 
calamity the world knows about figures at 
one time or another in the film dramas— 
and are man-made, to order. 

It is true that California could furnish the 
genuine article in a good many instances. 
Take earthquakes for instance, airplane ac- 
cidents, sea storms and automobile smash- 
ups. California leads the world in automo- 
bile accidents, but that is one of the very 
few things, that and earthquakes, that the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce doesn't 
mention in its world-wide advertising cam- 
paign. Also any reference to bad weather 
in what, out here, is known officially as 
“The Southland’’—inhabitated chiefly by 
people from lowa—is considered traitorous 
and something more than mildly sacrile- 
gious. Now the movie makers, having come 
largely from Europe by way of New York, 
have no particular home pride in the much 
vaunted California sunshine, A couple of 
years ago when rising State taxes were 
proposed they countered with a threat to 
leave the Southland and its much vaunted 
climate flat on its back and move their 
polo ponies, their marble swimming pools 
and their cinema factories to Florida. 

But, in the making of motion picture 
dramas these California earthquakes and 
rain storms and sunshine and automobile ac- 
cidents are always ignored. There is the 
element of safety first to be considered, and 
then rain and wind and the shaking of the

earth cannot be controlled nor made to ar- 
rive at the moment when they are needed 
so the effects are all provided by specialists 
in such events right on the inclosed studio 
stages. Great ships float gracefully in two 
feet of water, go into battle and sink realis- 
tically between four concrete walls and un- 
der a huge roof; airplanes and giant Zep- 
pelins crash or burn in the clouds and rain 
and windstorms destroy everything in sight 
except the nearby camera and the director's 
comfortable chair just on the edge of the 
calamity. 

It's not entirely trick photography either. 
In ship scenes, to be sure, the cameras make 
shots of real ships on a real ocean and 
then, when the action is needed they switch 
to the studios where replicas have been 
built and are rocking in cradles moved by 
powerful machinery. 


OU might call that trick photography 

after a fashion, but what is really 

shown is pretty real. Only the 
element of danger has been reduced to a 
minimum and the big dramatic moment can 
come exactly when the director of the pic- 
ture shouts “let's have it now.” 

A big and tremendously expensive pic- 
ture based on the story of Stanley and Liv- 
ingstone is just getting under way. Actually 
it is to be a story of the life, from boyhood 
up, of Henry M. Stanley, with the African 
“discovery” of David Livingstone as the big 
scene. Now Livingstone was never really 
lost and it was he who found the journalistic 
explorer waiting for him at Ujiji when he 
returned to his headquarters. That little 
matter of history will, we dare say, be over- 
looked and, for movie purposes, Stanley 
will discover Livingstone. 

The point, however, is that a large com- 
pany--13 people started out on the 10,000- 
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mile trip from Hollywood a few weeks ago 
and 10 or 12 more joined the party in New 
York—is now on its way to Ujiji under the 
direction of the pretty and charming Mrs. 
Osa Johnson, widow of Martin Johnson with 
whom she made many previous big game 
hunting trips to Africa. Mrs. Johnson will 
not appear in the picture. She is just lend- 
ing her African jungle experience and her 
Dark Continent equipment to the Twentieth 
Century-Fox Picture Company. And not 
only will Mrs. Johnson remain in the back- 
ground, but only one movie actor is going 
along. He is the man who will portray Dy 
Livingstone, a “bit’’ part in the picture. Men 
who will be the Stanley and the other

Her position is about the same as that of 
Elsa Maxwell in New York. Both girls pret- 
ty well have a corner on the business in 
their respective territories, but Miss Maxwell 
specializes more in the spectacular, in stunt 
parties, and in celebrities. Mrs. MacMul- 
lan‘’s parties are usually more conservative 
in treatment, with less of a literary and 
stage flavor. 

But what they lack in unusualness, they 
generally make up in lavishness. The party 
she arranged last Christmas week for the 
Peter Arrell Brown Wideners, in honor of 
Mrs. Widener’s deb daughter, Joan Peabody, 
became famous. It cost $100,000 to launch 
Miss Joan, on a $15,000 frothing sea of 
champagne, with 100 musicians, playing for 
1500 of the top social registrites of the East 
and Europe. The decorations were as elab- 
orate as those in a Ziegfeld spectacle, and 
the thing got nation-wide publicity. Mrs. 
MacMullan can't understand why. She 
threw two other parties that week which 
were just as big, and the press paid little 
attention to them, she says. 


One of her trials is to guard against gate 
crashers at these parties without risking of- 
fending any bona fide guest. At the Wide- 
ner affair a picket fence blocked the stairs, 
with a fresh coat of red paint on it that 
would have immediately branded any gate 
crasher who tried to get by it. Usually she 
has secretaries check off the names of 
guests as they enter—at the Widener 
party they were announced by heralds— 
and the collected invitations are guarded in 
a bowl. She often hires Pinkerton detectives 
for added protection. 

For debutante parties, her chief problem 
is collecting enough extra boys to make sure 
of a long stag line. Of course these debu- 
tante’s men are often not known to the hosts, 
but Mrs. MacMullan insures their present- 
ability. She watches the behavior of the 
young men closely and revises her lists ac- 
cordingly. If they crash parties to which 
they are not invited, smuggle off too many 
bottles of Scotch from the bar, or fail to show 
up too often, then they are stricken from 
the rolls. 


was too smart for ‘em. He always got his 
stuff through and gave ‘em darned little.” 
He was the highest ranking and highest 
paid member of the municipal civil service. 

In addition to the Des Peres Drainage 
Works, he built $12,000,000 worth of sewers 
for the city and $30,000,000 worth of streets, 
including most of the broad thoroughfares 
of the decade of 1923-33, which changed the 
whole pattern of the town. 

The express highway in Forest Park was 
his idea and he served the State as con- 
sulting engineer for it. It is not unlikely 
that his further proposal of an elevated 
route to extend this fast traffic artery east- 
ward to Municipal Bridge eventually will be 
adopted. Recently, when a friend opposed 
to spoiling the peace of Ladue with the 
new superhighway asked for help, Horner 
suggested a route through the generally un- 
developed territory along the Deer Creek 
and River des Peres valleys, connecting 
with the express highway. This would have 
avoided all traffic interferences. The State 
did not adopt it, but may yet find the plan 
useful as congestion grows. 

He also advocates pleasant parkways 
along St. Louis County creek valleys, now 
largely waste land. 


DEAS are a specialty with this engineer 

and there lies the real romance of his 

profession. It isn’t just a slab of concrete 
to carry automobiles or a buried tube to dis- 
pose of storm water. A thousand and one 
problems of physical. barriers, finance, time 
and the elements, even human habits, must 
be solved. He dreams, but transforms the 
phantasy into useful reality. 

Formerly sewer design was a matter of 
empiric formula; the designer relied on ex- 
perience and judgment to make the tube big 
enough, but not wastefully large. Horner, 
as a young engineer at City Hall and 
with the encouragement of his chief, Edmund 
R. Kinsey, started extensive research which 
was the basis for a new mathematical meth- 
od for determining the proper size for urban 
sewers, now recognized all over the world. 
It substitutes established facts for guess: 
work. 

A district centering around Clarendon ave- 
nue and Delmar boulevard was the testing 
ground, chosen because it was a typical 
built-up urban area. Exact measurements 
were obtained of the lawns and other sur- 
faces permeable by rain water, also the 
impermeable surfaces such as roofs and 
pavements, and data gathered as to the 
slopes and other factors. Gauges were - 
up to record rainfall and the corresponding 
flow of water in the sewers. 

With this information, it was possible to 
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She values this list highly. Describing 
its worth to her, she asserts that if the hotel 
ever caught fire, she would be found rush- 
ing out with the list clutched tightly in her 
hand. But to her the cut-in system of danc- 
ing which makes the stag line arid the ex- 
tra young men necessary is a nuisance.

Most of the debs drink tomato juice, 
which is served on cocktail trays and both 
girls and boys drink large quantities of milk. 

Anyway, 
she always encourages a milk bar at 
parties. 

When asked, Mrs. MacMullan helps out 
with plans. for debutante wardrobes, for 
wedding gowns, trousseaux and household 
linens. Although she doesn't specialize in 
etiquette, she does instruct people on the 
fine points of a wedding procession and sim- 
ilar things which they don’t encounter often 
enough in their lives to be well versed 
in. : 

She doesn’t encourage publicity for her 
parties, but because of the national interest 
in the duPont-Roosevelt wedding she hired 
a press agent for it, to help newspaper men 
get necessary information. Except for the 
President's attendance, the wedding was lit- 
tle different to her than a dozen others she 
supervised during June, she said. 

Aware of criticism of the expensive par- 
ties which she manages, she “disagrees 
heartily’’ with the critics. Just think, she 
says, of the number of waiters, dishwashers, 
pantry helpers, pastry cooks, maids, mu- 
sicians and entertainers who make a living 
working for these parties. She doesn’t say 
what percentage of the costs of a spec- 
tacular party goes for salaries. 
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calculate the exact sewer capacity required 
to handle the volume of rain which would 
not soak into the earth but would wash 
down the gutters and drains, and how long 
it would take to carry away a storm of 
given proportions. The investigation lasted 
for 20 years or more and the final resume 
was published by Horner only last year. It 
established him as the American authority 
on water run-off in determining the economic 
size of sewers. | 

Practical application of the theory was 
given in the Des Peres sewer design, with 
the effect of saving much money for the 
taxpayers by avoiding excessive size. Rains, 
such as those which fell recently, once 
would have flooded large areas, but flowed

unnoticed in the transformed Des Peres. 

In 1934, when St. Louis County proposed 
to set up a comprehensive sewer system 
throughout the suburbs, Horner was ap- 
pointed engineer for the district by the 
Circuit Court. His report fixed the district 
boundaries, inclosing 100 square miles, laid 
out a detailed plan for 120 miles of trunk 
line sanitary sewers and declared the work 
was urgently needed in the interest of the 
health and welfare of the district's 175,000 
inhabitants. A $5,878,000 bond issue to do 
the work failed, but much of it has been 
undertaken since in co-ordinated smaller 
districts, a number of which are served by 
Horner as engineer or consultant. His is a 
leading role in the elimination of a menace

complained about in the suburbs for 
years. 

Lambert-St. Louis Field, the city airport. 
was bisected by Coldwater Creek, which 
formerly was a great hazard. In establish- 
ing the present drainage, Horner performed 
the major operation of rerouting the creek 
around the field. He attracted expert atten- 
tion all over the country by his experimental 
work on the airplane runways, using a com- 
bination of earth, asphalt, oil and crushed 
rock. The general responsibility for plan- 
ning this model field was his. It has the 
top Federal rating. 

The National Park Service sent for Hor- 
ner three years ago to solve the sanitary 
problem caused by pollution of Rock Creek 
at Washington, D. C. With an associate, 
he made an elaborate study providing the 
answer. 

Dallas, Texas, summoned him in 1931 
for a five-year consulting job involving gen- 
eral responsibility for a $3,000,000 storm 
sewer program. A number of other cities 
called him for similar aid. Such work he 
carried out on unsalatied leaves of ab- 
sence from City Hall. 

With such experience, an attractive field 
opens for an engineer as an expert on the 
witness stand. His testimony at Blythe- 
ville, Arkansas, resulted in recovery of 
$100,000 from a surety company which 
bonded a sewer contractor. He made many 
trips to St. Paul, Minnesota, lately to testify 
for the Army Corps of Engineers in a con- 
troversy over outfall sewers emptying into 
the Mississippi. 

He was an engineering member of the 
National Bogrd of Review of the Public 
Works Administration, passing on questions 
over which divisions of the PWA differed 
during the board's existence in 1933-35. 

As water consultant of the National Re- 
sources Committee, recently he has toured 
the country extensively. His assignments 
are chairman of an interstate committee 
on the water plan for the Red River of the 
North and regional consultant on the water 
plan for the Upper Mississippi, the Arkansas 
and the Red River of the south. A kindred 
job was as chairman of an American Geo- 
physical Union committee on rainfall. The 
primary object is to conserve water sup- 
plies so that they may be spread out over 
dry years. 

In Greater St. Louis, among the engineer- 
ing works in which he played a part, are 
the Cahokia Creek outlet and pumping 
station of the East Side Levee and Sani- 
tary District, drainage and sewer disposal 
at Curtiss Airport and grading, drainage 
and field improvements at Scott Field. 

One of his many activities in professional

societies was to head a committee drafting 
a standard manual defining sewerage terms, 
while another was the devising of a model 
form of contract for municipal use, adopted 
as standard by the American Public Works 
Association and the Associated General Con- 
tractors of America. 

Born at Columbia, Missouri, 53 years ago, 
he was graduated from St. Louis Central 
High School and in 1905 received his bache- 
lor’s degree in civil engineering at Washing- 
ton University, followed four years later by 


-the graduate degree of Civil Engineer. That 


wasn't all the university did for him. It 
gave him a wife of charm and sympathetic 
interest in his work, Elinor Hall, daughter of 
the late Frederic A. Hall, then professor of 
Greek and later Chancellor. 

They have four sons-——Frederic Winans. 
Greek and Latin scholar, musician and in- 
structor at John Burroughs School; Dr. John 
Linscott, young man of medicine; Richard 
William, Rhodes scholar at Oxford and writ- 
er of promise, and David Alan, John Bur- 
roughs student, determined to be a modern 
farmer. The three older sons followed their 
father as Sigma Chis at Washington Uni- 
versity. 

The family home is at 5842 Julian avenue. 


: WO weeks before graduating, Horner 
began his career as a Water Division 
surveyor, which was something of a 

hindrance in attending the final senior 
dances, but not enough to stop him. By 1918 
he had worked up to the chief engineer's 
position, which he left with the change of 
administration in 1933, though remaining 
until last year as consultant on all paving 
and sewer work. 

Since 1934 he has been lecturer in charge 
of municipal and = sanitary engineering 
courses at the university, frequently call- 
ing in specialists to substitute. This policy 
will be continued, for the university feels 
that he should be free, although now full- 
time professor, to carry on consulting work 
of major importance, utilizing such contacts 
‘for the inspiration and practical instruc- 
tion of his students.” He will start with 
senior classes and work into graduate 
courses. 

When he wants to relax he goes to 
“Water Oaks,” a 400-acre tract of wooded 
hills on the Meramec near Steelville, Mis- 
souri, owned by him and three fellow engi- 
neers. But even there he can't resist tink- 
ering with the hydraulic ram which forces 
water from a spring branch to the houses, 
or estimating the probable rise and run-off 
of the river as storm clouds sweep down 
the valley.

could go. It didn’t help much. Books 
on the subject didn’t seem very much 
interested in the sound although sever- 
al experts wrote that a “rumbling” was 
heard. 

So Johns set out to experiment. He 
made some gigantic wind machines, 
took them out in the desert nearby and 
blew the tin roofs from studio-made 
cabins. Then he went to the ocean and 
recorded the noise of the waves on a 
day when the usually placid Pacific 
was on a tanjfrum. Also he toppled 
great boulders into the sea from the 
cliffs and put that on record, too. He 
used 10 air machines and blew over a 
whole deserted movie village out on lo- 
cation somewhere. He thinks now he’s 
got it. 

A Los Angeles company which does 
a big business in providing special ef- 
fects has a patented contraption on 
wheels which carts around big cakes 
of real ice, shaves it off and blows the 
tiny particles wherever the director in- 
dicates. 

For ice skating scenes, the picture 
producers do not transport a big com- 
pany of dancing skaters up to Lake 
Arrowhead or anywhere else to work 
on a real frozen lake. Instead they 
build a forest or whatever the setting 
may be and make an artificially frozen 
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Gluing hair on a plaster dog. 


pond, just as is done in indoor rinks. 
When a player in a picture breaks a 
glass door or a window or a mirror he 
generally breaks a piece of real glass. 
But when he is called upon to fall 
through a pane of glass or be cata- 
pulted through the windshield of an au- 
tomobile he gives way to a “stunt 
man,” a “double” who is paid well to 
take chances. But even the double is 
not called upon to fool with genuine 
glass. Instead an artificial sheet is 
made of sugar. It will break like glass 
and look like glass. It may scratch a 
little, but it won't make bad cuts. 
Then there are the men who make 
moonbeams-——we refer you once more 
to “Midsummer Night's Dream,”——the 
men who construct barnacles to put on 
ships and the man who does nothing 
but weave cobwebs. There are lots of 
odd jobs like that around a studio and 
new ones crop up every day or so. A 


fellow named Bob Martin, who was an’ 


electrician on the Warner Brothers lot, 
invented a machine to spin cobwebs. 
He sort of sprays a very thin glue 
into corners and places, blows on it 
and a perfectly natural cobweb shows 
up. Its not a very complicated process, 
if you have one of Martin's machines.

The trunks are made of plaster and 
sawdust spread over light wire frame- 
work shaped according to the design- 
ers’ carefully drawn plans. The bark 
men make plaster molds of the bark of 
real trees and then, reversing the pro- 
cess, get their plaster bark. 

The greatest advance in picture fak- 
ery has been made by the “process 
shot” method. It has saved the film in- 
dustry millions of: dollars and through 
its use it is possible to reproduce any 
important event of the past 15 years or 
so and play today’s actors and ac- 
tresses against it. 

Remember a recent picture called 
“To Mary, With Love’? Two important 
events were reproduced in it to bridge 
a gap of at least 10 years—the Demp- 
sey-Tunney fight in Philadelphia and 
the triumphant return of Lindbergh fol- 
lowing his lone flight to Paris. 

John Cromwell, who was directing 
this picture, considered the problem 
mere routine matter and very simple to 
do. Yet many a picture fan still won- 
ders how the studio was able to show 
Warner Baxter and Myrna Loy actually 
observing that historic battle between 
the two heavyweieghts. In the old 
days this fight would have been faked. 
Two stumble-bums, made to look like 
Dempsey and Tunney, would have 
pummeled each other in a studio ring. 

But Cromwell knew that there was no 
longer any need to fake this, so he 
called in Fred Serson of the process de- 
partment. 

“I want the Dempsey-Tunney battle,”’ 
he said. “When can I have it?” 

“In 20 minutes,” replied Serson. 
“What rounds do you want?” 

“The first and last,” said Cromwell. 

That was all. The next move was 
by Serson. He thumbed a well-used 
catalogue of stock and news reel shots 
until he came to the Dempsey-Tunney 
fight in question. This led him to a 
numbered drawer in the film library 
and the actual film of the fight shot at 
the scene by news reel photographers.

MARS COMES 'CLOSEST’ to the EARTH AGAIN 


By ELLWOOD

ERHAPS the most 
notable thing 
about the recent 
neighborly call of 
Mars is that it 
passed with practically no 
notice, none at all, cer- 
tainly, compared with the 
terrific fuss it has aroused 
on every previous visit 
of recent history. There 
has been plenty of dis- 
cussion aroused by this re- 
cent visit, but nothing 
like a controversy. 

The reference, of course, 
is to the planet Mars, 
which, still the red, bright 
“evening star” that shines 
all night in the southern 
sky, is already on its way 
after dropping in to pay its 
respects to Mother Earth at 
a mere stone’s throw of 
47,250,000 miles, the near- 
est he'd come since 1926. 

That other Mars, the war 
god, as everybody knows, 
is still hanging around. 

The fuss of other years 
—and savants almost liter- 
ally took up the cudgels 
on either side-—turned on 
the question of life on 
Mars. Are there Martians? 

Two and three and four 
decades ago, a_e great 
many people were sure of 
it, and perhaps as many 
were precisely as sure 
there weren't. And these 
included, on both sides, not 
only the vociferous laity 
and the pseudo-scientific 
yarn spinners, D. Sc. and 
Ph. D., but fine and upright 
and immensely learned 
men, at least one of whom 
devoted an honored and 
honorable lifetime to the 
study. 

A few facts have been 
disclosed to shake those 
certainties, particularly in 
1924, when Mars came 
nearer the earth than it 
will again in this century. 
But actually those facts 
are secondary to other 
facts and fancies, appar- 
ently unrelated, which 
have practically wiped out 
the sure things of mundane 
speculation for everybody 
except, of course, the or- 
acles, Ph. D. and D. Sc. 

Science itself was pretty 
cocksure in those days and 
anything but as Kantian as 
it has now become. The 
world generally was 
chock-full not exactly of 
Darwin, but of Darwinism; 
the stars of Bergson and 
Nietzsche, not to mention Eddington and 
Jeans, had not yet risen, and Shaw was only 
kidding. Civilization was convinced that it 
had reached a plane, intellectually, of “‘per- 
manent prosperity.” It was terribly, shock- 
ingly nouveau. Old facts were crumpling,. 
and the new were embraced with, appro- 
priately, the ardor reserved for faith by 
revelation. Everything could be explained 
by a very simple formula, and everything 
fit, with no gaps, nothing left over, dead 
open and shut. Learn the multiplication ta- 
ble, and you knew all the answers—al! 
neatly arranged, one absolute answer to 
each perfectly clear and definite question. 
There was none of this antinomian nonsense 
about viewpoint, no confusing variety of 
possible answers, no reservation at all. 

And so, when an Italian astronomer noted 
some lines or channels in observations of 
Mars, and described them by a word which 
might equally be translated “canals,” there 
was no doubt about it: Canals must have 
makers; Mars must have its living Martians. 

But a number of other astronomers failed 
to note the “canali’” connecting the dark 
areas on the ruddy face of Mars, and for 
their followers, equally, there was no doubt 
about it: There were no canals, hence no 
grounds for suspecting life possible outside 
the earth, and this was still a beautifully 
homocentric universe. 

Perhaps the significant thing is that al-

surprises up infinite sleeves. 

It all started in the fact that, 
of all the planets except Venus 
— which hides behind a veil of 
perpetual clouds—-Mars was 
nearest the earth in location 
and in size, and therefore prob. 
ably most like it in temperature 
and some other respects. 

There are white spots at its 
poles, dwindling like ice caps 
with the warm seasons of the 
687-day Martian year. There 
are dark spots on the ruddy 
surface, usually described as 
blue-green, named originally as 
seas, later thought to be vege- 
tation, now supposed as likely 
to be wet areas on barren 
rock, as if from desert mists. 

In 1877 Schiaparelli saw or 
thought he saw straight lines 
connecting some of those dark 
areas. Their straightness sug- 
gested to others, not at first to 
him, the conclusion that they 
were the work of intelligent 
beings, ‘Martians.’ He pre- 
ferred to attribute them to nat- 
ural forces, and pointed to “the geometry 
of nature” in the rings of Saturn, the arch 
of the rainbow, the myriad forms of crystals. 
But for the hypothesis of canal-builders on 
Mars he stipulated: 

“I am very careful not to combat this 
supposition, which includes nothing impos- 
sible.” 2. 

Others were not so cagy about it, There 
is available at the St. Louis Public Library 
an impressively scientific work on the Mar- 
tian pumping system, giving the flow in cu- 
bic feet per second through closed pipes, the 
horse-power required to lift the supply to 
reservoirs for the necessary head, and the 
sprinkling system employed for the most 
efficient irrigation. | 

A quite different order of scientist was 
the late Percival Lowell, wno, however, af-

ter a lifetime of study, arrived at conclu- 
sions about as spectacular. He and his 
assistants, some of them now famous in 
their own right but along other lines, listed 
437 “canals” connecting 186 “oases” besides 
the larger dark areas once considered 
bodies of water, - 

There was no obvious pipe-dreaming in 
Professor Lowell's work, but he arrived at a 
being on Mars-—where, owing to the dim- 
inished pull of gravity, “an elephant could 
leap like a gazelle’’—three times as large 
as man, and 27 times as strong. 

. But he would further work upon 
what required, owing to decreased gravity, 
but one-third the effort to overcome. His ef- 
fective force, therefore, would be 81 times as 
great as man’s, whether in digging canals 
or in other bodily occupation.” 


Professor Lowell and his assistants at 
Lowell Observatory, Flagstaff, noted that 
they saw the canals most clearly when the 
conditions for observation were best. This 
is significant in connection with the most 
prevalent contrary viewpoint, for that view 
is that neither Schiaparelli nor Lowell nor 
anyone else saw the canals; they only 
thought they saw them. 

Sir James Jeans put it tactfully when he 
said, “There seems to be little doubt that 
astronomers see two different kinds of mark- 
ings on Mars, which may properly be de- 
scribed as ‘subjective’ and ‘objective.’ When 
the human eye is straining to its utmost to 
see things by inadequate light, there is an 
unmistakable tendency for it to see imagin- 
ary straight lines connecting up dark 
patches.” 
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So, he relates, guests at a 
scientific garden party thought 
they saw. canals when they 
looked through a small tele- 
scope at a picture of Mars on 
which there were none, and 
children in the back of a class- 
room, copying a similar draw- 
ing, exhibited at the front, put 
in canals rather like those 
which have caused all the ar- 
gument. 

The canals still have their 
proponents. A fellow of the 
Royal Astronomical Society, in 
a current number of the II- 
lustrated London News, argues 
with spirit: 

“The decisive factor which 
impresses the writer most is 
that these supposed illusory 
lines should persistently, in the 
testimony of so many observ- 
ers, always extend from one 
geographical feature about 
which there is no doubt to an- 
other equally obvious geo- 
graphical feature, and just 
where they would extend to 

were any terrestrial engineers, horticultur- 
ists, or massed allotment-holders endeavor- 
ing to convey a pipe line, ditch or trench to 
carry water from well-watered areas to less 
favored regions, such as the oases or sup- 
posed lakes, and also to link up sundry cul- 
tivated regions with others across wide, arid 
belts. 

“Why, if there are no minds in operation 
on Mars, ‘spots’ should, of their own accord, 
assemble at estuaries and spread them- 
selves fortuitously in apparently straight 
lines by the shortest cut to another water 
inlet or something of the kind, appears to 
be the kernel of a question difficult to an- 
swer without supposing the intervention of 
a directing Mind.” (The capital is his.)

in some form or other.

In these 
various places it has assumed very different 
forms, each suited to its particular envifom 
ment. 
that it may have assumed still other forms 
on other planets, suited to the very differ 
ent environments there. ! 

“We have no right to say we shall find 
no life elsewhere than on earth, but it seems 
safe to suppose that if we do, it will be very 
different from any life we know—perhaps 
very different from any we can imagine. 

And Mars, even this solar system, is 
not the whole story, he points out, for though 
not one family of planets is known outside 
our own, though not one other sun in 100+ 
000 may have such a family, yet that would 
leave room for 1,000,000 solar systems with- 
in our own galaxy of the Milky Way. and 
millions more beyond. 


ND so, whatever may have hap 

pened to the premise which most 

fascinated Professor Lowell, his com 
clusion, set down in 1895, is not yet wholly 
demolished. It is this: 

“Man is merely this earth's highest pre 
duction up to date. That he in any sense 
gauges the possibilities of the universe # 
humorous. . . . If astronomy teaches any 
thing, it teaches that man is but a detail 
in the evolution of the universe.

Starting at Dawn—In- 
tensive Aerial Action.

MADRID, July 6.—General head- 
quarters for the Spanish Govern- 
ment Central Army announced to- 
day its forces had advanced about 
15 miles west of Madrid in an of- 
fensive beginning at dawn. 

A battle was being waged at 
Villaneuva de la Canada, north of 
Brunete. The Government said it 
had taken Brunete. 

(An insurgent.communique from 
Hendaye, France, said the Madrid 
forces had been repulsed, with 
many dead.) 

The Government stated the at- 
tack began with “most intensive 
aerial action” against the rebels’ 


front lines and rear guard. A gaso-; 


line deposit at Navalcarnero, 18 
miles southwest of Madrid, was set 
afire and destroyed. 

A number of prisoners were tak- 
en, the communique added, “among 
them an artillery ¢Ofmander, two 
officers and a sergeant.”

HENDYE, French-Spanish Fron-} 
tier, July 6—A Government battal-} 


ion trapped by insurgents near 
Somiedo on the Asturian front, was 
annihilated in fierce fighting in the 
mountainous country of Northern 
Spain, an insurgent communique 
reported today. 

The battalion was cut off during 
an advance on Somiedo Heights, at 
the same time scattering another 
Government column, the communi- 
que said. 

Generalissimo Francisco Franco’s 

. troops occupied 13 positions former- 
ly held by the enemy, it was said, 
and suffered only “slight losses.” 

The Biscayan campaign continued 
near the border of Santander and 
Vizcaya provinces, east of the As 
turian front, where the rebels occu- 
Pied Mount Castro Alen, a natural 
fortress 2600 feet high. 

Insurgent captors of Bilbao have 
pushed the evacuating Basque army 
back into Santander province, west 
and northwest of Bilbao. 

A Government attack against 
Gen. Franco’s siege lines at Ma- 
drid, in the Casa de Campo sector, 
west of the capital, was said to 
have been repulsed, the Madrid 
forces abandoning a large number 
of dead. 

Another Government attack, at 
Nuestra de la Reina, in which 14 
Russian tanks were reported to 
have taken part, also was beaten 
off, the communique. said, and one 
tank destroyed and another cap- 
tured. 

A third Government assault near 
Madrid, aided by 16 tanks, was re 
pulsed, the insurgents said. Ma- 
drid, however, reported a success- 
ful drive near Valdemora, 17 miles 
south of Madrid, in which a road 
connecting enemy positions was 
Severed yesterday. 

In renewed effort to drive back 
the southern siege lines, Govern- 
ment artillery in the new drive 
opened fire on the town of Sesena, 
about 25 miles from Madrid.
